np  H  E  next  morning  Mrs.  Norfoy 
-*•  fcnt  Tion  Tion  for  her  brother, 
fliewed  him  the  p/efents  I  had  made 
her,  and  guve  him  at  the  fame  time  the 
tobacco  I  had  brought  for  him,  which 
he  inftantly  came  and  thanked  me  for. 
I  pafTed;  according  to  cuftdm^  the 
Vol.  III.  B  greateft 
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greateft  part  of  the  morning  in  my  dear 
Vi6loire's  apartments  •,  the  remainder 
of  the  day  was  dilTipated  in  the  vifits 
which  Mr.  Chanzy's  preferment  occa- 
Coned  us. 


As  Mr.  Prepont  and  myfelf  had, 
foon  after  our  arrival  at  Marigalante, 
wrote  the  Marquis  dc  Champigny  an 
account  of  our  return,  and  the  fuccefs 
of  our  voyage.  We  received  in  a  few 
days  an  order  from  that  gentleman  to  re- 
turn as  foon  as  poflTible  to  Port-Royal, 
in  order  to  aflift  at  the  rejoicings  he  was 
going  to  make  upon  account  of  the 
birth  of  the  dauphin,  which  he  had 
juft  received  adwice  of  from  the  mini- 

/  ftry. 
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(try.  Wc  imparted  the  happy  news  to 
all  the  company,  and  it  was  foon  Co 
univerfally  difFufed  over  the  town,  that 
we  had  that  and  the  day  following  a 
great  number  of  vifitors,  who  came  to 
know  the  truth  of  the  report. 


We  fixed  our  departure  for  Fort- 
Royal  for  the  third  day  following,  and 
in  expeftation  of  this  feftival  bringing 
numbers  of  people  to  Martinico,  we 
embarked  our  horfcs  and  mules,  with 
every  other  article  that  we  had  to  difpofc 
of,  aboard  the  brigantine,  and  fent  M. 
Trainfort  in  one  of  the  Ihallops  to  Gua- 
dclupc,  with  the  goods  engaged  for 
that  ifland,   with  orders  to  return  to 
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Fort  St.  Pierre  as  foon  as  he  Ihould  re- 
ceive the  money  for. them. 


We  engaged  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Chanzy 
and  Mr.  Norfoy  to  go  with  us  to  Mar- 

tinico,  and  partake  of  the  rejoicings 
and  feftival ;  they  contented  with  plea* 
fure,  as  Mr.  Prepont  offered  apartments 
for  the  ladies  at  his  lifters,  and  one  for 
Mr.  Chanzy  at  his  own  houfe.  Things 
being  thus  fettled,  and  nothing  longer 
detaining  us  at  Marigalantc,  we  em- 
barked and  failed  for  Martinico,  where 
we  arrived  very  fafe. 


We  immediately  went  afhore,  and

Angc's,  Mr.  Prepont's  filler,  where  they 
met  with  the  moft  polite  reception  j  af- 
ter remaining  a  fliort  tim^e  there,  we 
went  with  Mr.Chanzy  to  the  governor's. 
TheMarquis  deChampigny  received  us 
in  the  moft  generous  and  friendly  man- 
ner, and  embraced    me   feveral  times 

with  all  the  fondnefs  of  a  parent.  Mr. 
Prepont  related  to  him  every  thing 
that  had  happened  in  our  voyage ; 
he  alfo  informed  him  that  my  beha-

The  next  morning  \  went  to  Mr.  Pre-

Immediately  after  dinner  we  received 
information  of  a  veffel  to  fail  for  France 
the  next  day,  therefore  we  difpatched 
our  letters  by  the  matter  of  that  vef- 
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After  dinner  we  took  leave  of  the 
Marquis  de  Champigny,  and  went  to 
the  houfe  of  Mrs.  Saint- Ange ;  I  in- 
formed Mrs.  Norfoy  of  the  letters  I  had 
received  from  France,  of  the  converfa- 
tion  I  had  with  the  governor  upon  the' 

occafion,  and  of  his  writing,  &c.  I 
told'  the  ladies  I  had  a  commiflion  to 
invite  them  to  dinner  the  next  day  at 
tlie  governor's,  where  I  was  certain  they 
would  be  happy.  We  afterwards  took 
a  walk  in  the  evening,  and  returned  to 
Mrs.  Saint-Ange's  to  fupper,  where 
we  continued  till  midnight. 

I  accompanied  the  ladies  to  the  fort 
the  next  day,  where  we  arrived  before 

the 
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the  governor  returned  from  the  council, 
^hich  met  that  day,  therefore  we  Tat 
down  to  cards.     As  foon   as  the  go- 
vernor entered,  being  a  very  polite  gay 
man,  he  faluted  all  the  ladies,  and  I  re- 
marked  that  he  paid  a  very  particular 
deference  to  Mrs.  Norfoy,  who  really 
commanded    the   moft   refpcdt.     Mrs. 
Ruport    and    her    fifter    Mrs.    Arfon 
(Juliet  as  was)  arrived  foon  afterwards ; 
ihc  had  ixen  noarried  three  months  to  a 
man  of  very  good  fortune.    When  I 
paid  my  compliment   to  her,  (he  re-

our  rejoicings  will  begin  on  Sanday, 

and  to  which  I  invite  all  prefent.  Every 
perfon  except  ourfelves,  were  afto- 
niftied  at  the  governor's  declaration, 
and  we  received  the  compliments  of 
congratulation  from,  all  the  company., 
We  paficd  the  afternoon  at  cards,  and 

returned 
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returned  to  Mrs.  Saint-Angers  in  the 
evening. 
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Mrs.  Chanzy's  joy  at  the  governor's 
behavior  was  exceflive,  as  our  con- 
nection had  been  mentioned  in  a  light 
ungenerous  manner  in  public  company  j 
fhe  fufpedled  M.  Pindre  to  be  the  au- 
thor of  the  fcandalous  fuggeftions  circu* 
lated  fo  freely  j  Mrs.  Norfoy,  and  in 
fliort  all  of  us  were  extremely  happy 
in  the  event ;  we  paffed  the  evening  to- 
gether, and  the  next  day  I  returned 
early  to  the  governor's,  to  thank  him 
for  what  he  had  faid  the  preceding  day; 
I  dined  with  him,  and  returned  to  pafs 
the  evening  as  ufual  at  the  houfe  of 

Mrs.  Saint-Ange, 
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.  The  next  day  (Sunday)  we  all  attend- 
ed at  the  governor's,  where  the  rejoic- 
ings that  and  the  fucceflive  days  were 
as  elegant  and  fplcndid  as  poflible.  The 
healths  of  the  king,  queen,  and  dau- 
phin were  each  celebrated  with  a  dif. 
charge  of  twenty-one  cannons.  The 
rejoicings  being  concluded,  we  were  all 
of  us  glad  to  reft  ourfelves  for  two  or 
three  days.  About  four  or  five  days 
afterwards,  Mr.  Prepont  informed  Mrs. 
Ghanzy  that  the  king's  pinnace  would 
fail  in  a  fliort  time  for  Marigalante  ;  in 
confequence  of  that  information,  Ihe 
determined  to  go  and  take  her  leave  of 
the  governor  the  next  day,  and  to  de- 
part the  day  following  for  Fort  Saint 

Pierre, 
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Pierre,  from  whence  the  pinnace  vvas 
to  fail.  Mrs.  Norfoy  anjd  myfelf  had 
been  fo  much  accuftomed  of  late  to  live 
together,  that  we  could  not  think  of 
fcparating ;  we  endeavoured  to  conceal 
our  diftrefs,  but  Mr.  Prepont  obferved 
the  darting  tear,  and  laughed  at  U5., 
In  (hort,  as  their  departure  was  deter-, 
mined,  they  waited  on  the  governor 
the  next  day,  to  thank  him  for  his  fa- 
vors ;  he  detained  them  to  dinner, 
and  told  them,  they  might  command 
any  fervice  in  his  power  to  do  them. 
Mr.  Prepont  joined  us  as  we  were  fit- 
ting down  to  table,  and  during  our 
repaft,  he  afked  the  Marquis  de  Cham* 
t^igny  if  he  had  occafion  for  me  at  Mar- 

tinico  ? 
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tinico  ?  To  which  he  replied  in  the 
negative.  As  his  prefencc  is  no  longer 
neceflary  to  me  for  the  fale  of  the  re- 
mainder of  the  cargo,  faid  Mr.  Pre- 
pont,  and  as  I  imagine  he  has  fufficient 
confidence  in  my  integrity,  not  to  be 
afraid  of  leaving  the  difpofal  of  the  re- 
mainder to  me,  it  will  be  cruel  to  fe- 
parate  him  from  the  ladies  now,  as  he 
will  be  fo  long  abfent  during  our  ap- 
proaching voyage,  therefore  I  intercede 

for  your  confent  for  him  to  accompany 
them.  With  all  my  heart,  replied  the 
governor,  and  when  I  have  occafion 
for  him,  I  will  fend  for  him. 
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As  we  had  fome  fmall  preparations  to 
make,  we  were  obliged  to  defer  our  de- 
parture for  a  day  longer,  and  I  took  that 
opportunity  of  vifiting  Mrs.  Orfon  and 
Mrs.  Rupert.  1  fupped  with  the  go- 
vernor the  evening  before,  and  took 
my  leave  of  him  when  I  retired ;  he 
embraced  me  with  great  tendernefs, 
and  wiflied  me  a  good  voyage.  We  all 
breakfafted  the  morning  of  our  depar- 
ture with  Mr.  Prepont,  when  I  re- 
turned him  my  real  and  fincere  thanks, 
for  having  procured  me  fo  agreea- 
ble a  voyage.  After  br^akfaft,  he 
conduced  us  to  the  fliore,  and  pro- 
mifed,  as  foon  as  his  bufinefs  would  per- 
mit, to  come  and  fpend  a  fortnight  at 
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Marigalante.  Wc  bid  him  adieu,  and 
departed  in  a  canoe  for  Fort  Saint 
Pierre,  which  we  entered  about  noon, 
dined  at  the  intcndants,  and  lodged 
in  Mr.  Prepont's  houfe,  which  Mr. 
Trainfort  poffeffed  in  his  abfence.  We 
embarked  the  next  morning,  and  failed 
for  Marigalante^  where  we  landed 
after  a  paffage  of  thirty- fix  hours. 
We  immediately  went  to  Mrs.  Chan- 
zy*s,  as  foon  as  we  arrived,  the  la- 
dies retired  to  bed,  as  they  were  very 
much  fatigued,  though  our  paffage 
was  but  a  {hort  one,  and  we  followed 
their  example  as  foon  as  we  had 
fupped.   . 
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As  foon  as  we  had  come  down  flairs 
the  next  morning,  we  had  a  great  num- 
ber of  vifitors  crowding  in  upon  us, 
either  to  enquire  after  the  manner  of 
the  rejoicings,  or  to  congratulate  us 
upon  our  intended  union ;  for  the  go- 
vernor's declaration  had  reached  Mari- 
galantc  before  us.  Mrs.  Chanzy  pro- 
pofed,  whilft  we  were  at  breakfaft,  to 
retire  to  her  fon's  country  feat,  where 
we  fliould  be  more  at  liberty,  and  lefs 
troubled  with  the  intrufion  of  vifitors, 
to  which  we  all  readily  confented;  but 
Mrs.  Chanzy  and  myfelf  thought  it  ne- 
ceffary  that  we  fhould  pay  a  vifit  to  the, 
Marquis  de  Poincy  before  we  retired 
into  the  country,  as  he  had  returned 
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from  Martinico  fcveral  days  before  us. 
Although  we  had  no  reafon  to  expeft 
his  favor,  fince  Mr.  Chanzy  had  been 
preferred  before  Mr,  Pendre,  whom 
he  recommended^  yet  he  received  us 
very  politely  in  the  afternoon,  when  we 
went  to  pay  him  a  vifit,  and  invited 
us,  together  with  Mrs.  Chanzy  and 
Mrs.  Norfoy,  to  affift  at  an  entertain- 
ment  he  was  to  give  in  a  few  days,  in 
honour  of  the  dauphin's  birth-day.  As 
we  could  not  politely  refufe,  we  pro- 
mifed  to  wait  on  him,  together  with 
the  ladies,  if  their  health  was  perfecflly 
recovered  j  we  took  our  leave,  and  re- 
turned home,  where  he  had  the  utmoft 
difficulty  to  pcrfuade  Mrs.  Chanzy  to 

accept 
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accept  of  the  invitation,  as  (he  fufpeft- 
ed  the  Marquis's  condudl  fince  the  pro- 
motion of  her  fon.

During  the  two  days  that  preceded 
this  entertainment,  we  had  a  conftanc 

fuccefTion  of  vifitors  to  congratulate  us 
upon  our  approaching  marriage,  as  the 

Marquis  de  Poincy,  upon  his  return 
from  Martinico,  had  declared  it  was  to 
take  place  very  foon.  Wc  went  to  the 
governor's  on  the  day  appointed,  but  did 
not  (lay  to  dance  in  the  evening,  as  the 
ladies  excufed  themfelves  upon  the  in- 
different (late  of  their  health,  and  faid 
they  were  to  depart  the  next  morning  for 
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Mr.  Chanzy's  feat,  to  fpcnd  a  few 
weeks  there ;  we  accordingly  took  our 
leave,  and  returned  home. 


We  paflfcd  the  firfl:  ten  days  in  a  clofe 
retreat  •,  but  found  it  neceflary  to  en- 
gage in  fome  amufements,  to  prevent 
time  appearing  heavy  upon  our  hands; 
we  therefore  agreed  to  pay  a  few  vi- 
fits,  and  amongft  the  reft,  one  to 
Mifs  Langady^  which  was  the  more  iiv 
difpenfiblc,  at  fhe  knew  of  my  return. 
In  fpite  of  all  my  tendernefj  for  Mrs. 
Norfoy,  I  could  not  be  infcnfibleto  the 
charms  of  that  lady  •,  my  own  fclf-love 
was  flattered  by  my  knowledge  of  her 
regard  for  me,  and  I  ftiould  have  re- 
turned 
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turned  it,  if  I  had  not  always  had  Mrs. 
Norfoy  with  me  ;  but  flie  never  quitted 
me  for  a  moment,  if  flie  could  avoid  it. 
Upon  our  vifit  to  Mifs  Langady,  the 
affair  of  the  grant  was  mentioned.  I 
advifed  her  to  go  to  Martinico  herfelf, 
to  make  the  demand  in  perfon,  after  (he 
had  feen  Mr.  Prepont,  to  whom,  both 
Mrs.  Norfoy  and  myfelf,  I  faid,  would 
write,  to  defire  him  to  exert  all  his  in- 
fluence  in  her  favor,  and  I  would,  at 
the  fame  time,  write  a  letter  to  the  go- 
vernor, and  ufe  my  utmoft  endeavors 
with  him  to  obtain  her  defires.  She  fol- 
lowed my  advice,  and  took  the  oppor- 
tunity of  faiMng  to  Martinico  in  the 
King's  pinnace  two  or  three  days  after- 
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wards,  where  file  faw  Mr.  Prepont,  who 
introduced  her  to  the  governor,  who, 
after  fome  little  hefitation,  confented  to 
her  demand  :  flie  immediately  returned, 
after  her  grant  was  figned  to  Mariga- 
Jante,  and  thanked  mc  for  the  fcrvicc  I 
had  done  her. 
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I  remained  at  Marigalante  near  four 
months,  where  I  led  the  mod  agreeable 
life  in  the  world.  We  often  vifited  our 
neighbors,  and  by  that  means  prevent- 
ed the  weannefs  common  to  an  indolent 
life.  But  at  the  expiration  of  that  time, 
I  received  a  letter  from  the  governor- 
general,  in  which  he  commanded  my 
return,  without  a  moment's  delay,  by 

the 
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the  veffel,  the  maftcr  of  which  delivered 
the  letter.  I  communicated  the  con- 
tents of  the  letter  to  Mrs.  Norfoy,  who 
was  very  much  alarmed  at  the  fudden- 
nefs  of  the  order,  and  it  was  with  the 
utmofl;  difficulty  that  I  could  calm  her 
fears,  by  obferving,  that  after  ray  next 
voyage,  we  fliould  not  have  occafion 
ever  to  part  again. 

We  immediately  returned  to  the 
town,  and  the  next  day,  after  paying 
a  vifit  to  th«  Marquis  de  Poincy,  and 
renewing  all  my  proteftations  of  con- 
ftancy  and  fidelity  to  Mrs.  Norfoy,  I 
embarked  for  Fort-Royal,  where  we  ar- 
rived at  eight  o'clock  in  the  mornings 
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the  fecond  day  after  my  departure.  I 
immediately  went  afliore,  and  paid  the 
governor  my  firft  vifit. 
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The  Marquis  de  Champigny  receiv- 
ed me  in  the  moft  afFedlionate  man- 
ner, and  informed  me,  that  in  confe- 
quence  of  an  agreement  between  the 
courts  of  England  and  France,  he  had 
rec<^ved  a  letter  from  the  minifter, 
which  commanded  him  to  order  all  the 
French  in  the  iflands  of  Saint  Lucia, 
Saint  Vincent  and  Dominica,  to  quit 
them  immediately,  and  that  he  hourly 
expcfted  the  Englifli  commiffioner  to 
inform  him  of  his  having  the  fame 
orders  from  his  courts    he  informed 

me 
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me  alfo,  that  he  had  chofen  Major 
Karny  to  fail  in  Mr.  Prepont*s  bri- 
gantine,  which  he  had  direfted  to  be 
immediately  armed,  to  execute  the 
orders  he  Lad  received,  and  that  he 
bad  fent  exprefsly  for  me,  to  fail  with 
the  major  upon  that  expedition  j  that 
upon  our  return,  he  would  take  the 
opportunity  of  failing  to  the  Grenades^ 
where  he  had  alfo  fome  orders  to  ex- 
ecute, and  that  after  we  had  brought 
him  back  to  Fort-Royal,  we  might 
make  a  voyage  toCuracoa,  an  ifland 
belonging  to  the  Dutch ;  as  the  fea- 
fon,  he  was  afraid,  would  be  too  far 
advanced,  he  faid,  before  his  return 
from  the  Grenades,  for  Mr.  Prepont  to 
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execnte  his  agreements  with  the  Spa- 
niards, he  (hould  defire  him  to  write  ta 
his  correfpondents  to  inform  them  of 
it ;  during  this  interval,  he  added,  I 
hope  I  fhall  receive  an  anfwcr  to  my 
letters  into  France,  with  your  uncle's 
confent  to  conclude  your  marriage  witb 
Mrs.  Norfoy. 


About  two  hours  after  my  arrival  at 
the  governor's,  Mr.  Prepont  came  in, 
and  as  the  Marquis  d»:^  Champigny  was 
then  engaged,  I  informed  him  of  the 
converfation  I  had  juft  before  had  with 
him ;  he  did  not  feem  pleafcd  with  the 
preferenc'i  the  Marquis  had  given  him 
in  choofing  his  brigantine,  as  it  very 

much 
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much  injured  him  in  his  bufinefs,  and 
difconcerted  his  plans  j  but  as  he  had 
an  intereft  in  keeping  the  governor's 
friendfhip,  he  did  not  think  proper  ta 
refufe  him  his  brigantine. 

In  five  or  fix  days  the  Englilh  com- 
miflioner  arrived  in  the  road,  whofc 
name  was  Aubry.  As  foon  as  they  had 
anchored,  Mr.  Aubry  and  all  the  Ofii- 
cers  belonging  to  the  veffcl  came  afliore, 
to  pay  a  vifit  to  the  governor,  who  en- 
tertained them  very  magnificently,  while 
they  continued  in  the  iQand.  V7e  alfo 
went  aboard  one  day  to  dine  with 
them,  ' 
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When  our  brigantine  was  ready,  we 
took  our  leave  of  the  governor,  and 
fail'd  about  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon, 
on  the  twelfth  of  May,  1730,  accom- 
panied by  the  Englifh  veflel,  for  Fort 
Saint  Pierre,  from  whence  we  were  to 
fail  for  Saint  Vincents,  one  of  the  Ca- 
ribbee  Iflands,  that  I  have  before  men- 
tioned* 

As  M.  Argeville,  the  intendant  re- 
fiding  at  Fort  Saint  Pierre,  had  obtained 
a  promife  of  Mr.  Aubry  and  Major 
Karny,  to  fup  with  him,  the  evening 
of  the  day  we  left  Fort-Royal  5  we  an- 
chored in  that  road  about  eight  o'clock 
in  the  evening,  and  inmediately  we  Jt 

afhore 
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afhore  to  his  houfc,  where  we  found  art 
elegant  fupper  j  after  which  we  played 
at  cards,  and  Mr.  Aubry  was  complai- 
fant  enough,  to  lofc  very  near  two  han-* 
dred  guineas. 


To  confole  him,  M.  Brach,  the  go- 
vernor of  that  place,  propofcd  to  give 
him  his  revenge,  if  the  company  would 
dine  with  him  the  next  day.  He  ac- 
cepted the  challenge,  but  he  was  as  un- 
fortunate as  the  day  before ;  about  ten 
o'clock  in  the  evening,  we  all  withdrew 
aboard  our  Veflels.  We  weighed  anchcH* 
the  next  morning  at  three  o'clock,  the 
fourteenth  of  May,  1 730,  and  failed  for 
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Saint  Vincents,  where  we  anchored  at 
noon  on  the  fifteenth. 

•  We  immediately,  as  well  as  the  Eng- 
glifh,  fent  a  trumpeter  afhore,  to  fum- 
mon  all  the  French  and  Englifh  inhabi- 
tants in  the  ifland,  to  meet  upon  the 
beach  the  next  day  at  noon,  in  order  to- 
be  informed  of  the  orders  given  by  the 
two  courts,  that  they  might  not  plead 
ignorance  as  the  caufe  of  their  difobe- 
dichce^

We  afterwards  went  and  dined  aboard 
of  the  Englifh  pinnace,  having  been 
invited  the  preceding  evening ;  the 
healths  of  the  two  Kings  were  celebrated 

with 
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with  the  difcharge  of  all  our  artillery, 
and  in  the  afternoon,  we  returned  aboard 
of  our  brigantine»  after  having  engaged 
the  Englifti  gentlemen  to  dine  with  us 
the  next  day. 

The  next  day  we  went  afliore,  and 
found  fixty-four  perfons  affembled  upoa 
the  beach,  among  which,  there  was  only 
one  Englifh  family,  compofed  of  nine 
perfons,  and  fifty-four  French.  We 
informed  them  of  the  orders  of  the  fe- 
parate  courts,  that  they  fhould  evacuate 
the  iQand  in  three  months  from  that 
notice,  and  without  any  hope  of  the 
ti^e  fixed  being  put  oflf  further.  Hav* 
ing  made  this  public  proclamation,  we 
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returned,  accompanied  by  the  Englllh 
gentlemen,  aboard  of  our  brigantine, 
where  we  fpent  the  day  chearfully. 


At  the  time  the  Englifti  gentlemen 
were  thinking  of  departing  for  their 
own  veflel,  there  came  fevcnteen  perfons 
in  a  canoe  along. fide  of  us,  and  afked 
for  Mr.  Aubry.  As  foon  as  they  were 
condudled  before  him,  an  old  man  of 
ninety-five  years  of  age  attradted  our 
attention,  when  he  thus  addreflcd  Mr. 
Aubry,  in  a  grave  and  afTefting  man-^ 
Bcr. 
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••  The  perfon  who  now  addrcffes  you, 
ff  Sir,  is  the  only  Englifhman  belong- 
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ing  to,  or  being  in  the  ifland  of  Saint 
Vincents :  it  has  been  my  place  of 
refidence  the  laft  fixty  years  of  my 
life,  and  I  was  thirty- five  years  of 
age  when  I  arrived  there  firft^  the 
eight  perfonsL  who  furround  me>  are 
my  wife,  my  two  fons  and  their 
wives,  and  my  three  grand- children. 
An  Englilh  clergyman,  who  was  here 
about  ten  years  ago,  performed  the 
matrip^onial  fervice,  which  was  the 
only  thing  wanting  to  fandify  and 
render  our  union  legal.  I  admimfter«» 
ed  baptifm  to  my  wife  before  I  mar- 
ried her ;  I  likewife  performed  that 
neceflary  fervice  to  my  fons,  and  they ■ 
have  likewife  ufcd  it  with  their  wives 
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•*  and  children,  and  I  have  alfo  inftrud 
•*  ed  them  in  thofe  principles  I  imbibed 
"  in  my  early  youth;    they  received 
"  them  with  good-will  and    pleafiire, 
•*  and  my  utmofl  defires  would  have 
**  been  fulfilled,  if  my  poor  inftruftions 
••  would  have  brought  all  the  reft  of 
**  the  idand  to  a    proper   knowledge 
*•  of  the  fupreme  God  •,  but  providence 
"  has  not  given  fuch  an  cxtenfive  bkf- 
"  fing   to  my  labors,    and  it  Is  un- 
**  doubtedly  relerved  for  fome  perfoti 
^  more  worthy  than  I  am,  ta  bring 
**  them  to  a  knowledge  and  praflice  of 
**  the  true  faith.  All  the  Caribbees  you 
**  fee  attending  me  here,  compofc  my 
own  family,  and  thofe  of  my  fons^ 
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<*  except  one,  who  is  at  this  inftant  the 
"  Chief  of  the  nation,  chofen  purpofel)r 
*«  by  them,  to  attend  me  on  my  pre- 
"  fent  defign  j  to  join  his  intreaties  in 
**  the  name  of  all  the  inhabitants  of 
**  the  ifland,  with  mine  and  my  fons, 
*'  together  with  our  families^,  to  be-  • 
"  leech  you  not  to  force  a  man  of  my 
•'  years,  who  is  already  upon  the  verge 
"  of  eternity,  to  abandon  his  family, 
"  none  of  whom  can  be  compelled  to 
"  leave  the-  ifland  except  myfelf,  as 
"  none  elfe  w^re  born  fubjedbs  to  the 
**  King  of  Great  Britain  :  my  old  age 
"  and  infirmities,  here  make  me  re- 
*'  vered  and  beloved  ;  but  if  I  was  ob- 
[t  liged  tp  abandon  the  ifland,  I  mufl:

*«  become  burthenfome  to  the  (late,  as 

«  I  have  neither  relation,  friends  or  ac» 
**  quaintances  in  the  world,  except 
*'  where  1  now  am.  Therefore  I  flatter 
*'  m^felf,  that  afFcfted  with  myjuft  re- 
«'  prefentations,you  willconfent  togrant 
•*  me  the  favor  we  jointly  implore  of 
««  you ;  I  am  convmced,  that  the 
•«  French  nation,  whom  Major  Karny 
«*  reprefents  here,  will  not  refufc  their 
**  confcnt." 


We  all  of  us  joined  our  intreatics  to 
that  of  the  poor  old  man,  and  he  ob- 
tained what  he  fo  ardently  defired : 
therefore  there  was  a  deed  immediately 
drawn  up,  to  grant  him  leave  to  remain 

in 
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ill  the  illand,  and  it  was  figncd  by  Mr. 
Aubry  and  Major  Karny,  together  with 
the  principal  officers,  and  the  commif- 
fioner  of  each  nation  had  a  copy  of  it. 
We  then  enquired  of  the  good  old  man, 
by  what  chance  he  firft  came  to  the 
iOind,  and  what  were  the  motives  that 
had  determined  him    to  pafs  his  life 
there;  we  gave  him  a  large  glafs  of 
punch  to  fupport  him,  during  the  time 
of  his  giving  us  his  hiftory,  which  he 
thus  began.

The  Hiftory  of  Mr.  Thompfon. 

1  was  born  on  the  fcvcnteenth  of 
June,  1635,  in  the  county  of  Oxford; 
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my  father,  who  was  ftrongly  attached 
to  the  intereft  of  Charles  the  firfl:,  king 
of  England  ;  from  his  fidelity  and  loy- 
alty to  that  qnfortunate  prince,  drew  up- 
on  himfelf  agreat  many  enemies,  among 
the  Protedlor's  party  •,  ht  fupported  the 
intereft  he  hs*d  efpoufed  with  the  greateft 
part  of  his  fortune,  but  at  length  fell  a 
vidim  to  the  refentment  of  the  ufurper 
Cromwell,  and  his  followers  and  adhe- 
rents ;  my  mother,  who  had  the  ten- 
dereft  regard  for  my  father,  furvived 
his  death  only  two  months.  .  As  I  was 
left  an  orphan  very  young,  one  of  my 
uncles  by  my  mother's  fide,  charged 
himfelf  with  the  care  of  my  <:ducation, 

and 
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and  as  my  fortune  was  by  no  means 
equal  to  my  birth,  he  defigned  me  for 
the  bar.  When  I  was  come  to  the  age 
of  fifteen  years,  he  fent  me  to  the  imi- 
verfity  of  Cambridge,  to  ftudy  the  law 
and  natural  philofophy.  I  continued  at 
Cambridge  for  the  fpace  of  ten  years, 
and  then  returned  to  my  uncle's  in  Ox- 
ford, where  he  had  removed  fince  I  left 
him,  and  fell  in  love  with  one  of  my 
coufins,  who  returned  my  afFedions.  I 
afked  her  in  marriage  of  my  uncle,  but 
he  refufed  me,  informing  me,  that  he 
had  promifed  her  to  Mr.  Lynch,  there- 
fare  he  could  not  recede  from  his  word. 
I  knew,  at  the  fame  time,  that  Mifs 
Clark  (that  was  the  name  of  my  coufin)

detefted  Mr.  Lynch,  for  the  many  bad 
qualities  he  poflfefled :  fhe  therefore 
joined  her  intrcaties  to  mine,  to  change 
the  fentiments  of  her  father  j  but  it  was 
in  vain,  for  that  inflexible  man  perfifted 
in  his  refufal.  .

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About  three  months  afterwards,  and 
at  the  time  they  were  making  prepara- 
tions for  the  wedding,  my  uncle  was 
fuddenly  feized  with  a  fit  of  an  apo- 
plexy, of  which  he  died  in  three  days 
afterwards,  which  occafioncd  a  rupture 
immediately  between  Mr.  Lynch  and 
niy  coufin.  After  the  time  allotted  for 
•lourning  was  expired,  I  married  my 
coufin,  who  joined  to  her  beauty  and 

vivacity. 
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vivacity,  much  foftnefs  and  an  excel- 
lent difpofuion. 

Six  weeks  after  our  marriage,  we  re- 
folved  to  go  and  pafs  a  month  at  my 
brother-in-law's  houfe  in  the  country,  to 
^hich  he  had  given  us  an  invitation.  It 
was  eight  miles  from  Oxford,  but  we 
kd  not  gone  more  than  three,  when 
pafling  along  the  flcirts  of  a  wood,  we 
were  attacked  by  fix  men  in  mafks ;  one 
of  them  fired  a  piilol  at  our  coachman, 
to  flop  him ;  the  ball  only  flightly  graz- 
ing the  fcUow's  flioulder,  entered  my 
wife*s  head,  and  flie  fell  dead  into  my 
arms.  Judge,  gentlemen^  of  my  rage 
and  defpair-,  I  inftantly  threw  myfelf

out  of  the  coach,  and  advancing  to  thofe 
infamous  affafTins,  I  cried  out,  finifli  my 
life,  barbarians,  fhoot  me  too,  fince  you 
have  deprived  the  moft  amiable  worn  ii 
in  the  world  of  her  life.  Alas !  what 
have  I  done?  which  was  immediately 
pronounced  by  one  of  the  aflafiins,  made 
me  rtcoileft  the  voice  of  Lynch,  who 
inftantly  clapped  fpurs  to  his  horfe,  and 
rode  off  with  his  companions. 
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The  defire  of  revenge,  which  I  wiflied 
to  have  perfonally,  rather  than  by  the 
laws  of  my  country,  animated  me  almoft 
to  madnefs :  I  returned  to  Oxford,-  to 
depofite  in  the  cold  earth,  all  1  held 
dear  in  the  world.    Good  God  !  why 

did 
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did  I  not  fufFer  with  her  ?  why  did  I 
out-live  her?  what  troubles,  diftrefles, 
crimes  and  remorfe  would  not  my  death 
at  that  time  have  fpai  ed  me  ! 


During  the  year  of  my  widowhood, 
I  fettled  my  affairs,  and  fold  the  little 
cllate  I  had,  for  even  a  fifth  part  lefs 
than  the  real  value,  that  1  might  have 
ready  money.  I  made  a  voyage  to  Rot- 
terdam, and  treated  with  a  captain  of  a 
fliip  belonging  to  the  Eaft-India  com- 
pany, who  was  to  fail  in  a  fortnight, 
for  my  paffage  to  Batavia,  which  was 
the  place  of  his  deftination. 
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I  returned  to  Oxford,  and  the  even- 
ing before  my  departure  from  it  for 
ever,  I  waited  for  Mr.  Lynch,  who  Tup- 
ped that  night  with  one  of  his  friends, 
whofe  daughter  he  was  to  nfiarry  in  a 
few  days»  I  accofted  him  as  foon  as  he 
had  left  the  houfe,  which  was  in  the 
ikirts  of  the  city,  and  after  reproaching 
him  as  the  atrocioufnefs  of  his  crime 
defervcd^  I  drew  a  piftol  from  my  poc- 
ket, and  Ihot  him  through  the  head.  I 
did  not  return  again  into  the  city,  but 
inftamly  let  off  for  London  (as  I  had 
provided  horfes  at  a  fmall  difiance)  where 
immediately  upon  my  arrival,  I  made 
the  beft  of  my  way  for  Rotterdam.  I  ar- 
rived   there  in   fafety,    and  embarked 
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aboard  the  Eaft  Indiaman  the  next  day, 
and  we  failed  in  the  evening  for  the 
Cape  of  Good  Hope. 


The  eighteenth  day  after  our  depar- 
ture from  Rotterdam,  we  were  attacked 
by  a  Sallee  Rover,  who,  after  an  obfti- 
nate  and  bloody  engagement,  took  our 
veffel,  and  carried  into  flavery  the  re- 
mainder of  our  ciew,  which  were  redu- 
ced to  eleven  with  myfelf  included. 
Notwithftanding  the  Barbarians  very 
much  extolled  the  greatncfs  of  my  cou- 
rage, it  did  not  prevent  them  ftrip- 
ping  me,  as  well  as  the  reft  of  my 
fellow-fufFerers ;  they  condu<S:ed  us  to 
Sallee,  a  city  in  Africa,  in  the  kingdom 
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of  Fez,  and  belonging  to  the  emperor 

of  Morocco.  Upon  dividing  us  annongft 

the  adventurers,  my  lot  fell  to  belong 

to  the  captain,  who  was  called  Soliman; 

he  fent  me,  upon  our  arrival  at  Sallee, 

to  a  houfe  he  had  in  the  country,  about 
two  miles  from  that  city. 


f,  I, 


During  the  firft. month  ihat  I  was  his 
flavc,  he  treated  me  wiih  great  kind- 
nefs,  and  employed  me  in  the  garden, 
which  I  underftood  very  well;  about 
the  expiration  of  that  time,  he  cpnv 
manded  me  before  him,  and  informed 
me,  that  if  I  would  be  circunicifed  and 
embrace  Mahometifm,  be  would  give 
me  my  freedom  and  his  daughter  in 
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marriage,  if  I  would  promife  to^aflfifl: 
him  in  his  voyages  againft  the  Euro- 
peans-, he  added,  that  if  I  refufcd  the 
advantageous  offers  that  he  made  me, 
he  well  knew  how  to  make  me  repent 
ir,  by  employing  me  in  the  vileft  and 
mod  laborious  kinds  of  work.  The 
love  of  life,  the  horror  of  torture,  the 
delicacy  of  my  habit  of  body,  the  im- 
pofTibility  of  ever  recovering  my  liberty 
otherwife  j  in  fliort,  the  extreme  mifery 
that  threatened  me  in  future,  which 
would  have  been  fufficient  to  have  fha- 
ken  even  the  mod  folid  virtue,  deter- 
mined me  to  put  on  the  turban,  to 
marry  the  daughter  of  my  mafter,  and 
to  make    war  againfl:    the  Chriftians. 
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Three  years  pafled  away  in  that  manner, 
and  at  the  expiration  of  that  time,  my 
wife  died  of  a  mifcarriage,aged  only  nine- 
teen •,  I  regretted  her  lofs  very  fincerely, 
as  fhe  really  loved  me,  and  was  difpofed 
to  turn  and  live  a  Chriftian  life,  and  we 
had  agreed,  that  upon  the  death  of  her 
father,  or  upon  the  firft  opportunity 
that  prcfented  itfelf,  to  fail  to  Holland, 
where  I  wa?  to  abjure  Mahometifm,  and 
ihe  was  to  be  baptized  •,  but  providence, 
which  direfts  all  things  to  its  will,  dif- 
concerted  and  deftroycd  our  fcbemes, 
and  I  was  obliged  to  give  her  tbe  facra- 
metit  myfelf,  but  two  hours  before  Ih€ 
clofed  her  eyes  for  ever.

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The  year  following,    Soliman,  A\ho 
was  advanced  in  years  and  had  loft  the 

u!e  of  his  limbs  by  difeafe,  ordering  me 
one  day  to  approach  his  bedfide,  faid  to 
me,  my  dear  Ali-zcrben,  the  fatal  mo- 
ment is  near  at  hand,  when  the  ftroke 
of  death  will  feparatc  me  from  the  land 
of  the  living,  to  go  to  join  our  great 
Prophet.  If  you  will  fwear  to  me  upon 
the  Alcoran,  that  you  will  always  be 
faithful  to  the  law  of  the  true  believers, 
I  fhall  die  contented,  and  you  {hall  in- 
herit all  my  poirelTions.  I  did  not  hefi- 
tate  a  moment  to  confent  to  what  he  re- 
quired, and  eight  days  afterwards  he 
gave  up  the  ghoft  in  my  arms,  I  fpared 
for  no  expence  to  make  his  funeral  equal 
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to  the  credit  he  lived  in.  I  then  paid 
every  thing  that  was  due,  either  upon 
his  account  or  my  own,  and  ordered  the 
houfe  which  he  had  in  Sallee,  and  his 
country  houfe,  both  to  be  thorouglily 
repaired  ;  the  latter  I  finilhed  in  a  very 
elegant  manner,  and  bought  the  moft 
beautiful  flaves  I  could  find,  to  put  in 
my  feraglio;  in  ftiort,  I  condu6ted  my- 
felf  fo  well,  according  to  the  ideas  of 
the  people  of  that  country,  that  fo  far 
from  fufpefting  me,  they  conlidered  me 
as  one  of  the  moft  zealous  Mahometans 
in  the  kingdom.  Eight  months  after 
the  death  of  my  father-in-law,  a  Dutch 
veffel  arrived  to  treat  for  the  ranfom  of 
fome  flaves  of  that  nation :  I  had  two 

in 
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in  my  poflcffion,  which  gave  me  an 
opportunity  of  having  frequent  inter- 
views with  the  commander  of  the  vefTel^ 
whom  I  found  to  be  a  man  of  great  in- 
tegrity. I  conceived  fo  great  an  efteem 
for  him,  that  I  difclofed  my  adventures 
to  him  without  reluftance,  and  inform- 
ed him,  that  I  had  long  defigned  to  re- 
turn into  Holland,  whenever  I  could 

meet  with  an  opportunity.  He  imme- 
diately offered  me  a  paffagc  in  his  veffel  j 
and  we  agreed,  that  to  prevent  my  cf- 
cape  being  difcovered,  I  (hould  difguife 
myfelf  as  a  flave,  the  day  on  which  he 
was  to  fail  out  of  the  port,  and  ftiould 
pafs  as  one  of  the  two  Dutchmen 
that  belonged  to  me,  but  to  prevent 
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the  perfon  continuing  in  flavery,  in 
•  whofe  place  I  was  fub{litutf*d,  the  com- 
mander  of  the  veffel  was  to  go  to  the 
Dutch  conful,  and  pay  the  price  of  his 
ranfoni  to  him,  in  ©rdcr,  that  after  we 
were  gone,  the  conful  might  procure  him 
his  pafiagc  to  Holland  by  the  firft  oppor- 
tunity. Thefe  things  being  thus  refalv- 
ed  upon,  I  colleftcd  what  I  had  in  jew- 
els, goM  and  filver,  to  the  amount  of 
about  -wcr^ty  thoufand  pounds,  and  put 
them  in  little  caikcts,  fomc  of  which, 
Captain  Wirdcft,  who  was  the  com- 
mander of  the  veffel,  always  carried 
away  with  him,  every  time  ht  went 
aboard  from  my  houfe.  The  day  be- 
fore my  departure,  I  made  great  prepa- 

lations 
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rations  for  a  grand  feftival,  which  I 
faid  I  propofcd  to  give  two  days  after- 
wards, and  invited  the  principal  people 
of  the  town,  to  come  to  fee  me  on  that 
day.  I  took  care,  before  I  went  to  bed 
in  the  evening,  to  inform  one  of  my 
two  Dutch  flaves,  who  was  to  continue 
there  in  my  flcad,  of  my  refolmion, 
and  alfo  of  what  I  had  done  upon  his 
account,  and  made  him  a  prefcnt  of 
twenty  guineas,  to  purchafe  himfelf  any 
thing  that  he  might  have  occafion  for 
afterwards.  The  next  morning,  which 
was  the  day  fixed  on,  I  fcnt  all  my 
flaves  to  my  countiy  fear,  and  or- 
dered the  Dutchman  to  go  to  the 
coniul's,  and  wait  there  till  after  the 
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departure  of  our  veflTel.  I  then  dif- 
gulfed  myfelf  in  fuch  a  manner,  aa  to 
make  it  impoflible  to  diftinguilh  me, 
and  waited  with  my  other  flave  the  arri- 
val of  Captain  Wirdefl:,  who  did  not 
make  us  wait  long,  before  he  came,  and 
took  every  thing  that  remained  of  my 
valuable  effefts,  and  carried  them  and 
us  aboard  with  him,  without  giving  the 
leaft  lufpicon.  Wc  weighed  anchor  im- 
^.mediately  upon  our  arrival  aboard,  and 
failed  with  all  the  canvafs  we  dare 
fpread,  as  foon  as  out  of  fight  of  land, 
for  Rotterdam,  where  we  arrived  in 
fafety  on  ChriftmasAday,  in  the  year, 
1669. 
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As  foon  as  I  arrived  in  Hollandy  I 
I  immediately  abjured  Mahometifm,  and 
fome  few  days  afterwards,  departed  for 
Amfterdam,  where  I  found  an  opportu- 
nity of  dtfpofing  of  my  diamonds  to 
the  Jews  very  advantageoufly.  During 
my  refidence  in  that  city,  I  became  ac- 
quaintcd  with  an  Englifliman,  vvho  was 
the  captain  of  a  fhip  lying  at  that  tim€ 
at  Rotterdam,  and  he  was  (o  depart  in 
a  few  days  for  Barbadoes.  My  define 
to  increafe  my  fortune,  and  my  irrc- 
fiftible  inclination  to  fee  foreign  parts, 
made  me  wifti  to  accompany  him  oti 

his  voyage,  without  once  reflefting  oh 
the  new  rifks  I  ran  from  my  ambition, 
which  was  more  culpable,  as  my  for- 
tune, 
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tune^  at  that  time^  was  fufficient  to  en« 
able  me  to  live  with  fplendor  and  ele- 
gance in  the  world.  I  propofed  ic  to 
the  captain,  and  he  accepted  it  with 
pleafurc ;  we  therefore  finilhed  our  af- 
fairs in  that  city,  and  in  eight  days  re- 
turned to  Rotterdam,  from  whence  we 
failed  foon  afterwards  for  Barbadces.  It 
was  not  Jong,  before  I  had  rcafon  to 
Tcpcnf  of  the  rafh  cmt^rprixe  I  had  un- 
dertaken^ for  on  the  twenty-fourth  day 
.after  our  departure,  w^  perceived  a  vcf- 
/el  chafing  ui,  with  all  the  fail  Qxe  could 
.carry,  and  it  was  foon  to  be  diftinguifh- 
^ed,  that  it  was  a  pirate  fhip;  as  (he 
was  a  cleaner  veflel  and  fader  failer  than 
.oiir  fliip,  it  was  ir.  vain  to  offer  to  fly, 

and 
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and  as  we  mounted  a  confiderable  num- 
ber of  gnns,  and  had  plenty  of  ammu- 
nition, and  owt  (liip*s  company  very 
brave  fellows,  we  refolved  to  defend 
ourfelves  to  the  kft  extremity.  After 
an  engagement,  very  warm  on  bo:'i 
fides,  for  the  fpace  of  two  hours,  the 
pirate,  who  was  a  Frenchman,  attempt- 
ed to  board  us,  wliich  we  ufed  all  our 
efforts  to  avoid,  when  we  pcrcdved  a 
very  thick  fmokc  to  come  between 
Decks,  land  ft>on  afterwards,  weoblcrved 
the  flames  arife,  which  fpread  over  all 
the  fore  part  of  the  (hip  in  a  very  few 
minutes,  which  oWiged  us  to  retreat  to 
her  quarters,  and  feeing  no  rtfource  but 
fubmiflfion,    we  ftruckj    but   the   fire 
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gained  with  fuch  fwifcnefs,  even  the 
fternnioft  part  of  the  veGel,  that  the 
enemy  dared  not  approach,  left  flic 
fhould  catch  fire  and  perifli  with  ii?, 
which  made  me  take  the  refolLition  of 
jumping  overboard  and  fwimming  to 
the  pirate,  rather  than  be  burned  to 
death:  the  pirates  faw.me  jump  over- 
board, and  immediately  hoifted  out 
their  boat^  which  they  fent  to  my  aflif- 
tance,  and  condufted  me  aboard.  1  had 
not  been  in  their  veflel  more  than  five 
minutes,  before  the  fire,  which  had 
fpread  nearly  fore  and  aft  in  the  (hip 
I  had  quitted,  caught  the  powder  room, 
and  (he  blew  up,  with  a  mod  terrible 

cxplofion  -,  out  of  fifty- feven  people  wl.o 

were 
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i^ere  in  her  when  we  quitted  Rotterdam, 
was  the  only  man  faved.  As  I  became 
Ifenfelefs    upon    my    being    conducted 
aboard  of  the  pirate,  they  put  me  in  a 
Ihammock,  after  pulling  off   my  own 
Idoaths  and  putting   on  others ;   they 
Ifoon  afterwards  poured  a  glafs  of  brandy 
[down  my  throat,  which  revived  me  a 
Ijii'tle,  and  in  two  hours  afterwards  they 
bled  me;  the  next  morning  I  recovered 
[my  fenfes,  but  alas !  they  ferved  only  to 
make  me  more  fenfible  of  my  mifery. 
The  captain  of  the  Ihip  afked  me  if  I 
was  willing  to  be  one  of  them,  or  if  I 
had  rather  be  put  alhore  on  the  firft 
ifland  they  fell  in  with :  I  chofe  the  lat- 
Iter.    During    the    time    I    continued 
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aboard,  they  treated  me  with  great  hu- 
manity,  and  on  the  twenty -firft  day  af. 
ter  they  had  taken  me  up,  they  anchored 
off  this  ifland  to  water,  and  they  put 
me  aftiore  ^ere,  on  the  fcventeenthofi 
April,    167..     TScy  gave  jne,   upoaj 
landing  me  here,  two  check  Airts,  onej 
pair  of  breeches,  one  pair  of  trowfcrsi 
and  one  pair  of  (hoes,  with  four  piaftres,| 
a  bottle  of  brandy,  three  bifcaits  and  a 
piece  of  dry  cheefe  :     thefe  were  all  I 
received  in  exchange  for  my  deaths, 
which    were    very    rich,    thirty    gui« 
neas  that  I  bad  in  my  pocket,  a  gold 
watch,   and  a  diamond  ring  which  1 
wore  upon  my  finger,  worth  about  a| 
hundred  Spanifti  piftoles.     As  foonas 

they 
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they  lud  left  me,  I  advanced  into  the 
ifland  with  my  whole  cargo  of  provi- 
fions  and  wearing  apparel,  which  did 
not  much  fatigue  me  from  their  weight : 

I  had  not  gone  far,  before  I  perceived 
jfome  huts,  and  I  entered  into  the  firft 

I I  came  to,  where  1  found  two  men  and 
Tour  women,  feated  upon  the  ground  •, 
'/  made  them  underftand  in  the  beft 
manner  I  was  able,  the  misfortune  that 
had  happened  to  me,  and  the  greatneft 
of  my  hunger,  which  I  did  by  putting 
my  fingers  to  my  mouth  and  moving 
my  jaws,  as  in  the  a6t  of  maftication  ; 
they  feemed  to  lament  my  misfortune, 
by  putting  their  hands  to  their  fore- 
heads, and  afterwards  laying  them  upon 

their 
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their  hearts.  They  brought  me  fome 
boiled  rice  and  broiled  kid  to  cat,  and  a 
liquor  they  called  maby  to  drink,  which 
is  made  of  the  juice  of  fugar  canes  and 
oranges,  fermented  in  water  for  two 
days,  when  it  acquires  the  color  of  cla- 
ret, and  is  a  very  agreeable  liquor,  tho' 
if  drank  plentifully,  it  is  apt  to  produce 
the  cholic.  1  was  willing  to  give  them 
my  bottle  of  brandy,  but  it  was' with  dif- 
ficulty I  could  make  them  accept  of  it; 
they  flung  me  a  hammock  to  fleep  in, 
in  the  corner  of  their  hut.  I  had  the 
next  day  and  the  following  one,  all  the 
Carribbees  in  the  ifland  to  vifit  me,  who 
teftified  by  every  poflible  demonftration, 
tbeir  joy  upon  having  me  amongft  them. 

1  fhewed 
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I  Ihewed  a  dcfire  one  day  to  accompany 
them  in  the  chace,  and  they  immedi- 
ately gave  me  a  bow  and  arrows  for 
that  defign,  but  perceiving  my  rwk- 
wardnefs  in  the  ufe  of  them,  ^for  in- 
deed, till  that  time,  I  had  never  fcen 
fjch)  they  procured  me  the  next  day, 
an  old  rufty  mufket ;  however,  I  went 
to  work  to  polilh  it,  and  fucceeded  in 
it  tolerably  well,  and  alfo  made  a  fliift 
|tomend  the  lock,  but  then  I  had  nei- 
jther  powder  nor  fhot.;  I  gave  them  one 
of  my  piaftcrs,  and  made  them  under- 
ftand  my  wants  ;  accordingly,  they  took 
a  canoe  and  went  to  Fort-Royal,  and 
jbrought  me  back  what- 1  wanted.  One 
lay  that  I  was  hunting  with  them,  I 
Vol.  III.     -        E  obferved 
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obfervcd  confidcrable  trafts  of  land  that 
were  uncultivated,  therefore  I  informed 
them,  that  I  (hould  be  glad  to  have  a 
part  allotted  me  to  amufe  myfelf 
with ;  they  gave  me  a  piece,  and  1 
planted  different  parts  of  it  with  to- 
bacco, maize,  rice,  millet,  &c.  all  whicli 
produced  excellent  crops.  Infenfiblyl 
became  accuftomed  to  their  manners, 
and  from  the  refpeft  they  (hewed  me, 
liked  them  very  well :  the  beauty  and 
fertility  of  the  ifland,  every  thing  ne- 
ceffary  for  the  fupport  and  comfort  of 
human  life,  without  either  gold  or  El- 
ver,  murder  or  robbery  ;  the  fimplicity 
of  the  inhabitants,  the  foftnefs  of  their 
manners,   the   friendihip    that  exifted 

amongd 
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amongft  theni;  in  fhort,  liberty,  the 
mod  defirablc  gift  dli  nature,  fo  valua* 
ble  to  thofe  who  know  how  to  eftcem 
it  properly,  had  fuch  powerful  and  irre- 
fiftible  charms,  that  in  a  (hort  timCy  I 
firmly  refolved,  never  more  to  quit  fuch 
generous  hofts,  who,  although  they  are 
called    favagcs,    are   more  honeft  and. 

more  humane,  than  the  men  whgfe  po- 
lilhed  manners  ought  to  place  them  as 

examples  to  the  whole  world* 

I  learned  to  fpeak  their  language  in 
lefs  than  eighteen  months,  fufficient  to 
difcover  in  my  converfation  with  them, 
the  amiablenefs  of  their  difpofitions  :  at 
length,  after  refifting  their  folicitations 
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for  ten  years,  I  confented  to  take  a  wife 
amongft  them.  I  had  by  my  wife,  two 
fons,  who  attend  me^  they  are  now  fet« 
tied,  and  have  children  of  their  own; 
at  prefent  my  only  defirc  is,  that  Go] 

will  never  permit  any  of  my  defcendants 
to  leave  this  happy  country,  to  live  in 
any  inhabited  by  polite  men,  left  they 
fhould  be  corrupted  by  their  example, 
and  become  by  imitating  them,  moie  to 
be  dreaded  than  the  lions  and  tygers, 
which  fill  the  horrid  woods  and  fandy 
defarts  of  Africa. 


As  foon  as  the  good  old  man  had 
tlius  pathetically  concluded  his  hiftory, 
he  repeated  his  thanks  and  retired,  very 

happy 
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happy  with  his  family,  by  our  indul- 

igence. 


We  agreed  to  fpend  tlie  following 
[day  afliore  in  huntings  but  were  obliged 
to  return  very  early,  as  a  violent  hurri- 
jcane  came  on  in  the  forenoon,  therefore 
m  immediately  returneu  aboard  our 
[vefTels,  and  as  foon  as  we  had  changed 
mx  cloaths,  which  were  wet  thorough, 

[we  went  to  dinner  aboard  of  the  Eng- 
Iglilh  pinnace,  and  returned  in  the  even- 
ing aboard  af  the  brigantine. 

I  fhall  add  nothing  to  the  defcription 
|of  this  ifland.  that  I  have  given  before, 
[iinlefs,  that  it  is  the  moft  fertile  of  all 
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the  iQands  in  that  latitude,  and  the  moil 
commodious,  for  both  good  anchorage 
and  good  water ;  the  plenty  of  rivers  in 
this  ifliand  contribute  very  much  to  the 
fertility  of  it.  There  arc  large  woods 
in  the  ifland,  the  timber  of  which  is  fit 
for  various  purpoles. 
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The  following  day,  we  weighed  and 
failed  for  Saint  Lucia,  where  we  arrived 

the  nineteenth  of  May. As  it  was 

late,  we  were  obliged  to  defer  fend- 
ing our  trumpeters  alhore  that  day, 
but  we  fent  them  the  following,  to 
fummon  all  the  Englifli  and  French 
the  next  day,  to  meet  upon  the  beach 
at  twelve  o'clock  at  noon. 

As 
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As  foon  as  we  had  come  to  an  anchor, 
!  Mr.  Prepont  and  myfelf  went  afhore  to 
fup  with  and  lie  at  father  Athenafius's, 
who  was  very  glad  to  fee  us,  and  re- 
galed us  in  the  beft  manner  he  could, 
with  turtle  and  ejccellent  fifh,  which  he 
had  bought  that  day.  He  had  a  com- 
panion with  him,  whom  he  was  not  very 
well  plcafed  witfi.  He  was,  he  faid, 
too  young,  too  obftinate,  and  but 
litde  calculated  to  fucceed  him  in  the 
apoftolical  fundlion,  therefore  he  was 
determined  to  write  to  his  fuperiors  to 
fend  another  in  his  ftead. 


■ 


The  next  day  major  Harvey  came  to 
pay  a  vifit  to  the  Father,  who,  when 
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he  was  acquainted  with  the  caufe  of  our 
voyage,  was  afraid  that  he  (hould  have 
been  comprized  in  the  order  we  were 
charged  with,  but  we  convinced  him 
that  he  was  excepted.  The  nnajor  dined 
with  us,  and  returned  aboard  in  the 
evening. 


The  day  following  we  made  the  pro- 
clamation.    There  were  in   this  ifland 

only  nine  French,  four  Englifli,  and 
two  Swifs  J  thefe  latter  nor  !::ing  born 
fubjefls  of  cither  of  the  two  kings,  and 
the  ifland  being  neutral,  .they  alfo  were 
excepted. 
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We  went  to  dine  aboard  the  brigan- 
tine,  v'here  major  Karney  had  invited 
Mr.Aubry  and  all  the  Englifh  officers  t 
we  took  with  us  the  two  fathers,  who, 
although  monks,  were  received  very 
politely  by  the  Englifh,  who  earneftly 
Elicited  them  to  dine  aboard  of  their 
:  i^nace  the  next  day. 

Mr.  Prepont  and  myfelf  returned 
iifhore  with  the  fathers  to  fupper,  and 
the  next  day  we  w^nt  aboard  of  the 
Englifh  vcffel  with  them,  where  we 
were  very  agreeably  entertained.     I  ob- 

ferved  that  the  Englifh  gentlemen   had 
a  defire  to  divert  themfelves  at  the  ex- 
pence  of  the  young  father,  who  they 
.  E  5  en- 
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endeavoured  to  make  drunk :  I  remark- 
ed it  to  father  Athenafius,  who  fat  be- 
tween him  and  me,  that  he  might  pre- 
vent ir,  for  he  began  to  ftammer  in  his 
fpeech  already ;  we  foon  afterwards 
made  him  drink  two  difkes  of  coffee, 
which  prefenily  recovered  him  again. 
We  accompanied  the  holy  fathers  afliore 
as  ufunlj  at  whofe  houfe  we  fupped  and 

lay.  The  next  morning  we  took  our 
leave  of  thtm  ;  we  prefcnted  our  offer- 
ings, which  they  did  not  refufe,  and 
we  went  aboard  a  brigantine,  where  the 
Engiifli  gentlemen  came  to  dinner,  and 
flayed  with  us  till  late  in  the  even- 


ing. 
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I  fliall  only  add  to  my  former  de- 
fcription  of  the  ifland  of  St.  Lucfa, 
that  it  lies  in  the  latitude  of  thirteen, 
and  feme  minutes  north  of  the  equa- 
tor J  it  has  feveral  beautiful  vallies  in 
it,  which  are  very  fertile,  and  large 
woods,  which  are  fit  for  almoft  every 
purpofe :  it  has  plenty  of  rivers  in  it, 
and  they  aflFord  excellent  fi(h  •,  the  air 
is  very  wholefome,  and  independent  of 
the  ferpents,  &c.  that  I  before  nsen^ 
tioned,  there  are  a  great  number  of  fcor- 
pions;  the  bites  of  thefe  animals  are 
difficult  to  cure. 

Although  when  he  parted  from  the 
Englifh  in  the  evening,  major  Karney 

E  6  and 
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and  Mr.  Aubry  had  agreed  to  fail  the 
next  day  for  Dominica,  the  latter  came 
to  us  at  feven  the  next  morning,  to  en- 
gage us,  as  we  were  k>  very  near  Bar- 
badoes,  to  go  and  fpend  a  few  days 
with  him  there,  and  fail  from  thence  to 
Dominica,  and  after  finifihing  our  or- 
ders  there,  we  might  part  and  fail  for 
our  refpeftive  habitations.  We  agreed 
to  his  proppfal,  and  the  twenty-fixth  of 

May  we  weighed,  and  failed  for  that 
ifland,  where  we  arrived  the  fame  day, 
and  anchored  in  the  road  before  Bridge- 
town, which  is  the  capital  of  the  ifland. 
A  battery  of  thirty -fix  pieces  of  cannon 
defends  the  entrance  into  the  road,  the 
oppofite  fide  is  very  rocky  ;  there  is  an- 
other

other  of  ten  pieces  which  commands 
the  road,  and  another  of  fix  pieces. 

Bridge-town  is  ficuated  on  the  weftern 
part  of  the   ifland,   near  a  large  bay 
they  call  Carlifle,  which  is  very  deep, 
and  large  enough  to  have  fix  hundred 
veflcls  ride  in  it  at  one  time.     This 
town  is  very  unwholefome  on  account 
of  its  fituation,    which  is     low,    and 
on  the  verge  of  the  fea ;  the  marlhes 
or  low  lands  furrounding  it  give  rife  to 
fevcial  ^  utrid  difeafes,  which  are  gene* 
rally  fatal  in  this  latitude.     The  town 
is  ftrongly  fortified,  has  a  very  nume- 
rous garrifon,  is  large  and  very  popu- 
lous.  The  ftrcets  are  wide,  and  thehoufcs 

well 
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well  built 5  everything  breathes  opu- 
lence i  the  windows  arc  all  glazed, 
but  they  are  obliged  to  re'pair  theni 
often,  as  hurricanes  arc  frequent 
in  that  ifland  ;  the  affennbly  houfe  is 
very  handfome,  and  the  magazines  and 
Itorehoufes  belonging  to  the  mtrchants 
are  well  filled ;  there  are  a  great 
number  of  goldlmiths,  jewellers,  and 
watchmakers,  who  arc  all  of  them 
rich.  The  commerce  of  this  ifland  is 
very  great,  and  the  inhabitants  in  gene- 
ral are  rich,  generous,  and  affable  to 
ftrangers.  The  governor  of  the  ifland 
and  the  principal  officers  and  magifl:rates 
make  this  town  their  place  of  refidencc. 
The  men  are  tall,  well  made,  and  fair ; 
j-vM  the 
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the  woman  are  pretty,  and  very 
agreeable  ;  they  feem  to  be  remarkably 
proliri'"  in  this  ifland,  as  wherever  you 
go,  you  fee  a  large  family  of  children. 


We  continued  at  this  ifland  till  the 
fccond  of  June,  where  we  pafled  three- 
fourths  of  our  time  at  table  and  play.  It 
was  here  I  firft  began  to  experience  the 
reverfe  of  fortune ;  I  had  till  then  been 
treated  as  a  fpoiled  child,  but  I  have 
paid  very  dear  for  it  fince.  I  loft  eighty 
guineas  there,  but  it  did  not  prevent 
me  purchafing  twenty-five  bottles  of 
Barbadoes    water,    and    as    many    of 
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Barbadoes  is  fituated  on  the  eaft  of 
Saint  Lucia,  in  the  latitude  of  thirteen 
degrees  •,  it  is  about  ten  leagues  long, 
fix  wide,  and  thirty-two  in  circumfe- 
rence •,  it  is  very  populous,  and  is  capa- 
ble  of  furniihing  fome  thoufand  com- 
batants. It  is  by  its  fituation  capable 
alfo  of  being  defended  againft  any  force. 
They  are  but  indifferently  off  for  wa- 
ter  in  this  ifland,  being  obliged  fre- 
quently to  have  recourfe  to  the  rain  wa- 
ter in  their  cifterns,  and  other  refervoirs. 
The  land  is  very  fertile,  and  produces 
ev^ry  article  common  to  the  warm  lati- 
tude. 


Befides 
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Bcfidcs  the  fruit- trees,  which  are  very 
plentiful  in  this  iilaxid,  there  are  large 

woodsi,  Mfiiich  are  both  ufeful  in  every 
kind  of  building,  and^  produces  other 
kinds  that  are  very  &lucary,  fuch  as  the 

mafticb,  Scc.'^-  s^' 


cu  afc  :iju 
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Excepting  the  turtle  doves  (the  Bar- 
badocs  doves,  properly  fo  called), 
thruihes,  and  fome:  other  fofiall  birds^^ 
they  have  but  a  fcarcity  of  birds ;  they: 
have  but  little  game  of  any  kind,  but- 
they  have  great  plenty  of  very  fine  fifb, 
fuch  as  mackarel,  do(5lor.s,  old- wive$^  &c. 

There  art  great  quantity  of  fliarks 

about  this  ifland  5  but  there  are  no  dan- 
gerous 
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g€rous  reptiles:  there  isa  fpccies  of 
the  fnakc  which  are  frightful  to  look 
at  from  their  length  and  thicknefs  •,  but 
they  are  quite  inofFenfivc  :  thctc  are 
alfo  fcorpions  of  a  very  large  fize  j  but 
they  are  as  harmlefs  there  as  the  lizards, 

which  they  have  in  great  abundance.    I 

never  knew  any  ifle  fo  peftered  with 
rtiufquetos,  chiggers,  &c,  as  Barbadoes 
19,  which  are  intolerably  troublefome 
there.  ^        ^ 

We  returned  aboard  our  veflcls  on  the 
fecond  of  June,  and  on  the  third  failed 

for  Dominica,  where  we  arrived  fo 
early  on  the  5fth,  as  to  fend  ourtrum- 
peter  afliore  the  fame  day^  to  fummon 

all 
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all  the  French  and  Englidi  in  the  ifland 
to  meet  upon  the  beach  the  next  day  at 
noon  ;  but  there  was  only  one  French- 
man in  the  ifland  (we  gave  him  his  paf- 
fage  to  Fort-Royal  in  our  brigantine  i) 
and  an  Engliflimari.  ^ 

We  dined  the  fame  day  aboard  of 
the  Engli(h  pinnace,  and  pafled  the  re* 
mainder  of  the^  day  there  ;  and  in  the 
evening,  after  bidding  a  final  adieu  to 
each  other,  we  returned  aboard  our 
brigantine. 

I  Ihall  Tay  nothing  more  here  of  the 
religion,  the  culioms,  and  manners  of  the 

Carabbces,  having  dcfcribcd  them  fuf-

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ficicntly  before,  except  obferving  the 
fingular  idea  they  have  of  the  creation 
of  the  world.

I  They  fay  that  God,  whom  they  call 
Longus,  was  a  Caribbee,  and  the  firft 
man  j  that  he  was  not  born  of  any  one ; 
and  that  after  having  made  the  earth  foft 
and  uniform,  he  defcended  froo)  hea« 
ven»  where  till  thtta  he  had  always 
been,  and  bad  Ured  alone  dutjng  a 
great  aumber  of  moons ;  but  being  tired 
of  living  alone,  he  determined. to  majce 
fome  creatures  to  keep  him  company  •, 
tbac  for  that  purpofe  he  made  men 

cotnt  out  of  the  earth,  aad  drew  wor 

men  from  their  left  fide«  by  means  of 

an 
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an  Incifion;  that  he  afterwards  threw 
the  fcrapings  of  the  roots  of  the  earth 
into  the  fea,  by  which  means  fifli  were 
formed,  and  then  he  returned  to  hea<- 
ven,  where  he  created  the  other  terref^ 
trial  animals ;  that  a  long  time  after 
Longus  had  performed  all  thele  things^ 
he  was  fo  incenfed  at  the  wickednefs  of 
the  Caribbeesi  that  to  pimifh  them  he 
ordered  rain  for  feveral  weeks,  which 
drowned  all  of  them,  except  a  few, 
whofaved  themfelv€8  in  their  canoes^ 
which  were  carried  to  thft  top  pf  thf? 
higheft  mouhtaiii,  which  wa«^  the  Only? 
one  uncovered  with  water  at  that  time ; 
that  they  continued  there  till  the  waft^ 
mg  or  drying  up  of  the  waters,  which,

upon  retiring,  carried  away  a  great  deal 
of  land  with  them,  and  afterwards  de- 
pofiting  the  earth  they  before  fufpended, 
ihey  by  that  means  formed  other 
mountains,  which  is  the  reafon  of  their 
iflands  being  feparated  fo  far  from  the 
continent.  '   ^  ■ 

They  are  perfuadcd  that  there  are 
rivers  in  heaven,  the  overflowing  of 
which  was  t  le  caufc  of  the  deluge  j  that 
the  water  of  the  fea  arifes  from  the  fweat 
and  urine  of  the  angels,  and  from  that 
caufe  alone  comes  to  be  fait;  and  that 
their  river  water  proceeds  from  the  fait 
water  paflTmg  through  the  land,  which 

ads 
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afls  as  a  philter  to  it,   and   by  that 
means  renders  it  taftlefs. 


Although  the  Caribbees  have  a  great 
veneration  for  the  mf*>on,  it  is  a  mif- 
take  in  thofe  authors  w'  i  have  men- 
tioned their  confidering  it  as  a  divinity. 

« 

It  is  true  that  at  every  new  moon  they 
come  out  of  their  huts  to  obferve  it, 

and  ihew  their  joy  at  the  fight  of  it  by 
their  cries  and  dances ;  but  it  is  the  fun 
they  regard  as  the  throne  of  God,  be- 
fore which  they  addrefs  their  prayers 
and  their  confternation  at  its  being 
clouded,  Ihews  that  they  adore  that 
planet. 
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The   next  morning,  after  weighing 
anchor,  we  faluted  each  other  with  fc 
vcn  guns  and  parted  ;  we  failed  diredly 
for  Fort  Royals  where  we  arrived  on 
the  eighth  pf  June*  As  foon  as  We  came 
tp^an  anchor,  we, wei>p,a(horc  to  the  go- 
vernor's, to  whom  we  gave  an  account 
of  our  operations,  with  which  he  ap- 
peared well  pleafcd..    He  I  told  us  we 
might  repofe  ourfelves  for  eight  days, 
and  then  we  might  depart  with  hiii) 
and  Mr.  Qrgeyillq  the  intendant,  for 
jthc;  Gr,eriiad^s. ;

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I  took  the  opportunity  of  a  bark, 
which  was  going  to  Marigalante,  to 
write  to  Mrs.  Norfojr,   and  received 
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another  letter  from  her  four  days  after* 
wards.  I  made  a  voyage  to  Fort  Sc. 
Pierre  ^ith  Mr.  Prcponc,  about  fomc 
bufinefs  that  we  had  there  to  fettle,  and 
we  returned  the  day  following  with  the 
Intendant  to  Fort  Royal.  -Two  days  af- 
ter our  arival  froni^  thence, we  embarked 
in  our  brigafrtine ;  we  weighed  and 
failed  for  the  Grenades,  where  we  ar- 
rived on  thp  nineteemh  of  June,  at 
eight  in  the  evening. 


This  mmd  is  in  the  latitude  of  ele- 
ven degrees^  foine  minutes.  It  is  the 
ncareft  to  the  continent  of  America  of 
all  the  Weft  India  iflands,  being  only 
thirty-two  leagues  diAant  feom  it,  and, 

VolJII.  F  fixty- 
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fixty-two  from  Martinico.  Its  length 
from  north  to  fouth  is  ten  leagues,  be- 
tween four  and  five  in  breadth,  and 
twenty-two  in  circumference.  The 
port  is  on  the  weft  fide  of  the  ifland, 
narrow  at  the  entrance,  but  fpaclous 
afterwards^  and  very  well  calculated 
for  careening.  The  land  is  very  fer- 
tile, and  produces  coffee,  fugar,  &c, 
with  all  the  articles  produced  in  thofe 
latitudes.  There  is  plenty  of  game  in 
the  inand,  efpecially  mountain  and 
turtle  doves.  They  have  no  venomous 
or  dangerous  animals  upon  or  around 
the  ifland,  except  the  (harks.  They 
have  great  plenty  of  fi(h,  fuch  as  doc* 
tor8>  old- wives,  &c.    This  ifland  was 

.    formerly 
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formerly  inhabited  only  by  Caribbccs  > 
but  for  a  century  pad  has  been  inha- 
bited by  Europeans. 

We  went  alhorc  the  next  day,  and 
dined  with  the  governor,  M.  Larnage. 
As  we  were  fitting  at  table  they  came 
to  inform  us,  that  the  eight  failors  who 
Ijiad  brought  us  afhore  were  all  returned 
lick  aboard,  and  had  all  of  them  been 
bled.  Two  hours  afterwards  we  were 
informed  that  three  of  them  were  dead, 
and  the  other  five  were  attacked  with 
the  fanie  diforder,  and  had  been  blooded 
[again.  We  imagined  the  air  muft  be 
infcfted,  therefore  we  determined  to 
embark  again  the  fame  day,  which  we 

F  2  did 
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<]id  with  the  utmoft  expedition,  after 
the  Marquis  dc  Champigny  and  the  in- 
tendant  had  given  their  orders. 

We  weighed  and  ftood  away  for 
Fort  Foyal  the  moment  we  came 
aboard;  but  we  had  already  got  the 
difeafc  alxiard  in  its  moft  violtnt  date, 
and  in  three  days,N  which  was  the  length 
of  our  paflage,  we  threw  overboard 
twenty- feven  foldiers  and  failors  who 
had  died  of  the  difeafe.  The  intendant 
and  myfelf  were  both  attacked  with 
it;  but  happy  ior  us  we  tried  cor- 
dials and  fudorifirs,  inftead  of  bleed- 
ing, as  the  others  had  done,  by  which 
means    we  recovered  again  ih    three 

weeks. 
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weeks.  The  Marquis  de  Champig«y 
and  Mr.  Prepoiit  **4d  each  of  them  a 
(light  touch  of  it.  I  know  not  who 
was  imprudent  enough  to  inform  Mrs« 
Norfoy  of  my  illnefs,  but  I  was  afto- 
nifbcd  at  feeing  her  enter  my  apart- 
ment with  her  brother  the  eighth  day 
aficr  my  arrival  at  Fort  Royal.  The 
governor  found  tl%ero  beds  at  his  houfe, 
and  they  never  left,  me  tili  my  health 
was  perfeftly  reftored.  I  received,  du* 
ring  that  interval,  the  tendered  proofs 
of  Mrs.  Norfoy's  affedion  for  me.  In 
fiiorCi  as  foon  as  I  was  capable  of  bear- 
ing any  fatigue^  I  took  leave  of  the 
Marquis  de  Chanfipigny,  and  embarked 
with  Mrs.  Norfoy  and  Mr.  Chanzy  for 
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Fort  Saint  Pierre,  where  Mr.  Prepont 
had  been  for  fifteen  days  before  em- 
ployed in  freighting  the  brigantine. 
The  next  day  Mr.  Chanzy  and  his 
fiflcr  failed  for  Marigalante.  The  day 
following  we  went  to  lie  aboard  the  bri- 
gantine, and  having  finiflied  our  load* 
ing,  we  weighed  anchor  the  next  day, 
and  failed  for-  Curacao  on  the  twenty- 
fixth  of  July,  1730. 

After  a  voyage  of  fourteen  days  we 
anchored  in  the  port  of  Curacao  (under 
Spanifh  colors)  which  gives  its  name 
to  the  town  which  is  clofe  to  it,  and 
fituatcd  on  the  weftern  fide  of  the 
ifland  i  we  exchanged  part  of  our  com- 
modities, 
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modities,  which  confided  of  fugar,  cot- 
ton,  indigo,  qulckfilver^  &c.  for  hides^ 
(which  are  a  confiderable  article  of  trade 
in  chat  iQand,}  wool,  and  piaftres ;  we 
refervred  the  reft,  fuch  as  linen,  muflin,! 
laces,  hats,  gold  and  filver  laces,  (hoes, 
I  and  iron  wares  of  all  kinds,  for  Cayenne, 
where  we  expefted  to  difpofe  of  them  ' 
'to  much  more  advantage  than  at  Cu- 
racao.. .:    ,.    ,  . 

In  five  weeks  we  finifhed  our  affairs 
at  this  ifland ;  we  dealt  with  the  Jew 
merchants  to  a  confiderable  amount, 
who  are  vciry  numerous  in  that  town, 
[they  are  very  rich,  aid  have  a  fynagogue 
there-    We  difpofedof  our  quickfilver 
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to  thtmy  and  got  a  very  large  profit 
ffO«n  it.  On€  day  tliat  we  went  lo  dm 
with  one  of  them  to  condiidc  a  bairgain, 
we  t^et  with  Mr.  fi^^^»  mentioned  in 
the  former  part  of  thk  hiftory,  in  a 
moft  dep}oraib}e  Aate.  He  informed 
us  that  he  had  got  great  profit  in  the 
Spanifh  colonies  by  trade  with  the  mo- 
ney die  IVfarquis  de  Champigny  had 
advanced  him,  and  he  came  to  that 
ifland  to  purfuif  the  advantage  he  had 
bcftyrc  gained  $  but  being  unfortunate 
enough  to  attach  himfetf  to  a  young 
Dutchwoman,  like,  with  the  loflcs  be 
iiiAained  at  play,  had  ratncd  him  in  five 
npionths.  He  added,  that  he  had  been 
obliged  to  difpofe  of  even  his  wearing 
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ippard  from  time  to  time  for  his  fup-» 
port,  whiift  he  waited  for  feme  Dutch 

vcffel's  arrival,  in  which  be  might  re- 
turn  to  Europe^  as  he  dared  not  prefent 
himfelf  before  the  Marquis  de  Cham-^ 
pigny,  after  hitving  To  flagrantly  abufed 
bis  goodnefs.  Mr.  PrepOfit,  whofe  hu- 
mai^e  difpofition  could  not  fee  any  per^ 
fbn  in  d.iftrefs  without  endeavoring  to 
relieve  them,  told  him,  that  if  be 
would  promifc  never  to  be  guilty  of 
fuch  indifcrdtions  for  the  future,  he 
would  advanct  bitn  a  hundred  Spanifh 
piAoIe^  to  trade  with  tipon  his  ovfn  s^C* 
cour^,  with  which  He  would  purcbafe 
|oOds  for  him  at  Curacao;  that  he 
fcould  fail  with  us  to  Cayenne  to  dif- 
r  F  5  pofe 
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pofe  of  them,  and  (hould  return  with 
us  to  Fort  Royal,  where  we  would  un- 
dertake to  make  his  peace  with  the 
Marquis  de  Champignjr^  Mr.  Prcpont 
did  even  more  for  him  ;  for  hercdcem-^ 
fd,  for  thirty  Spanifh  piftoles,  the  ef- 
feds  Mr.  B***  had  pledged  with  the 

Jew  merchant,  at  whofe  houfe  we  then 
were,  and  gave  him  ten  more,  that  he 
might  not  be  in  want  whilftwe  con-r 
tinued  at  Curacao. 

Two  days  afterwards  Mr.  B***  came 
aboard  our  brigantine  with  all  his 
baggage,  and  defired  Mr.  Prepont  to 
permit  him  to  continue  aboard  during 
the  feven  or  eight  day^  that  we  were  to 

c    -  remain 
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remain  at  the  ifland.  Mr.  Preponc 
readily  confented,  as  he  perceived  that 
his  defire  arofe  from  the  fear  of  his 
creditors  arrefting  him,  who,  as  they 
knew  he  was  to  depart  Toon,  would 
take  every  opportunity  of  diftrcfllng 
him. 

After  having  concluded  our  buHnefs 
at  Curbcao,  we  embarked  the  twenty- 
fecondofAugud,  and  failed  the  twenty- 
third  for  Cayenne,  where  we  anchored 

on  the  eighteenth  of  September  fol- 
lowing. 

Curacao  is  an  ifland  fituated  in  tbe 
north  of  Terra  Firma,  and  th<;  province 
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ofVcncziieh,  from  which  it  is  about 
-feven  or  eight  leagues  drftartcc.  It  is 
aboiXt  ten  or  eleven  leagues  lorrg,  and 
five  or  fix  wide.  The  moft  northern 
part  of  it  k  in  the  latfttide  of  tt — 40^. 
On  thelourb  part  of  the  ifland  there  is 
a  very  good  harbor,  which  they  call 
'  Sanfta  Barbara  j  but  the  principal  har- 
bor is  on  the  weffiern  Rde  of  the  fflandy 
where  the  principal  town  is,  which  they 
alfo  call  Curacao.  Loaded  veffek  which 
enter  this  harbor  ought  always  to  be 
fuTniflxed  with  a  cable,  ready  to  throw 
towards  the  fort;  for  is  no.  ppfS)le  to 
, anchor  on  the  other  fide  of  the  mouth 
of  the  harbor,  and  the  currents  run 
very  ftrong  towards  thai  fide.  When 
"  T     -  they 
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they  arc  once  entered  throngh  the 
mouth,  there  h  no  harbor  can  be  fefer 
nor  more  commodious  for  the  careen- 
ing of  veiTcls.  There  is  a  citadel  in  thr# 
town  well  fortified,  with  a  good  gar-* 
rifbn,  and  a  nuiwroua.  sutiMeFy.     Th« 

hauies  in.  the  towa  are  very  well  hxsAh^ 
and  very  elcgane.  Thevc  are  tMnf 
n:h  tnerch&n:s  live  there  now^aod  bai^e 
eftabKibed  fugar  plantafiortf  In  thait 
idafid,  wliere  the  meadows  formerly 
only  ferved  for  feeding  Cattle,  which 
ihey  have  in  great  plenty  there.  There 
are  two  high  mouBtariits  in  the  iffand,' 
but  the  greateft  part  of  it  is  level  and 
tmiform ;  .it  is  Icfs  confidered  for  i^i 
prod odions^  than  its  convenient  fim^- 
*      ^  '  .  tion 
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tion  for  trade  with  the  Spaniards.  They 
have  la.      veffcls  conie  frequently  from 

Holland,  loaded  with  European  goods, 
which  they  difpofe  of  very  advan- 
tageoufly.  The  Dutch  iikcwife  poiTefs 
two  other  iflands  adjacent  to  Curacao, 
called  Aruba  and  Bonanie.  The  latter 
is  fituated  the  neareft  toTcraFirma, 
and  lies  between  Curacao  and  Marga- 
ritta.  There  is  a  governor  who  always 
refides  there.

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,  The  day  after  our  arrival  at  Cayenne, 
we  went  alhore,  and  paid  a  vifit  to  M. 
Beauharnois^  who  was  at  that  time  go- 
vernor  of  the  ifland.  He  received  us 
very  politely,  and  promifed  us  all  the

fcrvice  in  his  power.  A  Dutch  mer- 
chant  that  we  accidentally  met  with  ia 
this  idand,  who  was  formerly  an  ac-  ' 
quaintancc  of  Mr.  Prepont's,  advifed 
us  to.  treat  with  the  Jews,  w|io.  lived 
principally  at  the  town  of  Armire,  as 
they  were  the  moft  likely  to  purchafe 
our  cargo.  Vj^Te  confented  to  follow  his 
advice^  and  difpatched  M.  Tra^nforC 
and  Mi  B«^— -  to  that  place,  to  treat 
with  one  of  them,  who  was  named 
Ifaac  G^iii,  to  whom, we  had  been  par- 
ticularly direded,  for  which  purport 
they  carried  with  them  an  inventory  o( 
all  our  goods.  Two  days  afterwards, 
they  returned  with  that  Jew,  who  told 

US)  that  not  having  yet  received  hia 

fortune. 
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forrunr,  whkrii  wa*  at  Surinam,  he 
could  not  treat  with  us;  but  that  if  wc 
wouk]  agr€€  to  give  him  his  pafTage  to 
that  cfty,  and  bri^g  him  back  again  to 
Cayenne^  befidefi  maiking  him^  a  present, 

he  would  aflcrre  us  of  the  difpofal  of  our 
vrhole  cargOt  at  a  much  more  advan* 
tageou^  ratCi  than  vrt  could  get  where 
we  th*ft  We?ie.  We  cc^fcfre  with  our 
Dutch  merchant  ii^pon  his  propofa),  who 
engaged  m  to  acicept  it,  and  defired,  we 
would  (Ato  give  him  a  paffltge  to  Sun-* 
iHim^  wbere,  be  f^i^  hi*  c^uld  find  mom 
eecafions  to  ferve  m  ;^  we  itfHttediatcly 
confentcd,  and  he  performed  what  he 
faid,  fo  effcntiaUy,  that  without  him,  our 
teflel  and  cafrgo  h^  bien^  CDrifirc^cecl, 
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9&  will  he  icta  in  the  fequel.  In  confe- 
qiience  of  this  reiblfmbn,  having  fold, 
dirring  three  weeks  that  we  continued 
sc  Cayenne,  aTl  our  (hoes,  about  half 
our  hats,  feme  pieces  of  linen,  muflins^ 
and  fome  iron  ware,  we  took  our  leave 
of  the  governor  and  went  aboard  our 
brigantine,  with  four  Dutch  failors, 
whom  wc  had  hired  in  lieu  of  that  nuin- 
ber  who  had  died  fince  our  departure 
from  Martinico,  and  failed  on  the  ninth 
of  Oftober  for  Surinam. 

Cayenne  is  an  ifland   fituated   very 
near  the  equinoftial  line,  being  lefs  than 

■  *  ,  •  -  * 

a  degree  only  from  it,  and  diftant  about 
one  hundred  leagues  from  the  river  of 

the 
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the  Amazons.  It  takes  its  name  from 
a  river  called  Cayenne.  At  the  mouth 
of  this  river  are  two  points  of  land,  on 

one  of  which  is  built  a  fort,  which 
would  have  every  advantage  to  be  wifli- 
ed  for,  if  they  had  any  other  water,  than 
what  they  catch  in  cifterns.  The  an- 
chorage at  the  foot  of  the  fort  is  very 
good,  and  velTcls  may  lie  dole  to  the 
land  of  either  fide^  without  fear  of  in* 
jury.  The  land  in  general  is  level 
and  uniform,  and  affords  excellent  grafs 
for  the  cattle.  This  ifland  is  about 
fixty-eight  leagues  in  circumference. 


1-^ 
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There  arc  in  fcveral  parts  of  the 

ifland  very  agreeable  hills,  which  highly 

improve 
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improve  the  adjacent  plantations.  A 
river  of  fait  water,  which  ruiils  through 
the  ifland,  and  divides  it  into  two  parts/ 
affords  the  conveniency  of  tranfporting 
commodicies  from  one  pare  to  the 
other.  There  arc  fevcral  rivers 
which  furmfli  them  with  plenty  of  frefh' 
water,  and  likewife  ferve  to  erefl:  water- 
mills  upon,  for  the  conveniency  of  their 
fugar  plantations.  At  the  mouth  of 
the  great  river  there  are  four '  ftthoms 
of  water,  and  up  higher  froin  five  to 
ten.  The  town,  which  is  near  the 
fort,  contains  more  than  three  hundred 
houfes,  chiefly  inhabited  by  artificer^^ 
There  are  alfo  fugar*mills  in  this  part 
of  the    ifland,   which  are  turned  by 
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oxen.  When  I  ^as  thtrc,  there  were 
fapp<rf€d  to  be  fit  hjondrcd  French  ia 
that  town^  and  near  two  hundred  ne- 
groes. Arnfvire  is  dividtd  into  the  upper 
and  lower  towa;  in  the  lower  there 
were  reckoned  to  befourfoore  Jews,  and 

a  hundred  »egrbe».  The  upper  town 
has  a  chapel,  and  contained  about  fes^enty 
French,  and  forty  negro«f«.

About  a  league  and  a  half  further  is  the 

town  of  Maliary,  wi^h  cosntains  fifty 

or  fixif  French^  and  as  iriany  negroes.

About  two  leagues  to  tAe  &athward  of 
this  latter  place  it  Matoury,  a  town  in- 
habited 
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habi-ted  by  about  one  hundred  and  fifty 
French-,  and  fixty-one  negroes.  At 
Coovfou '  there  \%  a  redoijbt,  atid  four 
pieces  of  can b<>W,  Co  defend  the  'ftWkjtfif 
of  the  river  on  th^  oppofite  fide  of 
the  ifland,  with  a  garrifon  of  thh-ty 
men  ;  ^bout  a  league  higher  there  is  a: 
towri  callecl  Coatiatna,  wlil'dh  contains 
arbout  forty  perfons,  and  the  country 
adjacent  or  lying  between  thcfe  two 
laft  p}aG^,  'is  dtfcfidcd  by  a  garrifon  of 
one  hundred  men,  and  a  vejy  "^good 
train  of  artillery.

pTfTpetual  firnimer,  and  th^e  heat  nearly

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equal  the  whole  year }  the  trees  are  al- 
ways green,  and  prcfervc  their  foliage ; 

and  the  fruit-trees  have  ripe   fruit  and 
bloifoms  at  the  fame  time. 
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The  rains  are  very  frequent  during 
diree  months  of  the  year :  In  the  equi- 
noxes the  fun  is  perpendicular,  and  fome 
precaution  is  neceflary  to  avoid  the  con- 
fequences  that  may  enfue  from  an  ex- 
pofurc  of  the  body  to  the  force  of  its 
r^ys  at  that  time. 
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It  is  faid  that  the  nights  are  equal  to 
the  days  ;  but  as  the  fun  fhines  twelve 
hours,  and  there  is  half  an  hour  of 
twilight  morning  and  evening,  the  days 

arc 
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are  thirceen    hours,    and   the    nights

The  dews  arc  very  great,   and  of 
fo  corrofive  a  nature,  that  in  a  very 
Ihort  time  they  will  deftroy  iron,  and 
will  ulcerate  the   body,    unlefs   good 
£are  is  taken  to  avoid  it^

The  favages  of  this  county  are  taw- 
ney,  tall,  well-made,  ftrong,  and'ro- 
bull  5  they  never  let  their  beard  grow, i 
unlcls  they  are  old,  y^hen  it  is  very^ 
much  refpeflied  ;  their  hair  is  very  long, 
and  they  wear  it  flowing  upon  their 
(houlders.  Their  fkin  is  foft,  and 
they  frequently  grcafc  it  to  make  it 
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fiiine  5  they  alfo  fopittrmcs  pdnt  them- 
felvcs  black.  They  wear  car-rings, 
both  men  and  women  indifcrimii.ate- 
fy,  with  lDracektsup«tt  their  arms. 
They  gO'  quite  naked,  except  a 
piece  of  cloth  round  their  waifts. 
Tbey.  never  go  out  without  their 
arms,  which  are  bows  and  arrows,  and 
thole  who  have  mufquets  or  piftols 
carry  them.  Their  huts  arc  comw^only 
built  on  the  Udes  of  fmall  hills,  but  they 
have  others  likev?ife  ill  the  low  grounds 
near  to  the  rivers.  They  are  fa  very  ex- 
pert in  th«  ufe  oi  the  bpw,  that  imme- 
diately upon  feeing  any  fi&  in  the  river, 
tbty  (hoot  at  it,  and  feldom  mits  ir. 
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It  would  be.  very  difficulc  to  fay  what 
religion  thefc  favagcs  profefs  •,  indeed 
my  own  opinion  is,  that  they  profefs 
none.  However,  they  believe  in  the 
immortality  of  the  foul,  but  they  wor- 
fhip  no  God,  and  when  God  is  men- 
tioned JO  .them  as  the  caufe  of  all  things, 
they  pay  no  regard  to  it,  but  they 
ftrongly  believe  in  the  devil  j  they  con- 
fider  him  as  the  author  of  all  the  mif- 
fortunes  and  diftreffes  that  men  expe- 
rience, therefore  they  are  afraid  of  him, 
and  ufe  every  means  and  device  their 
fear  or  fuperftltipn  can  fugged,  to  pre- 
ferve  themfelves  frpm  his  wicked  inten- 
tions. They  have  no  laws-,  they  are 
all  equal-,  even  their  chiefs   have  no 
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authority  with  them,  cxcq)t  wrhcn  they 
are  at  war  with  their  neighbours.  They 

r 

are  very  cruel  to  their  enemies,  and 
they  endeavour  to  farprife  them  •,  they 
fpare  neither  women  or  children,  nor  do 
<hcy  ever  give  them  quarter.  As  for 
the  men  they  take  prifoners,  they  fatten 
them,  and  afterwards  roaft  and  eat 
them. 

They  never  marry  near  relations; 
when  a  man  witlies  to  nrmrry  any  parti- 
cular perfon,  he  goes  and  demands  her 
of  her  father  and  mother,  or  the  ncarcft 
relations  flw  has,  who  fcldom  refufe 
him.  Tte  marriage  cerenibny  begins 
by  putting  the  man  and  woman  back 

to 
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to  back,  ^fld  m.thw  attitude,  ^hich  is 
troublcfdnrtc;  they  give  to  eiach  other 
reciprocally  fertie what  to  eat  and  drink ; 
they  are  afterwards  put  to  bed  togcdier^ 
and  if  the  fiiam  it  pileafdd  with  the  vro* 
man,  ke  tak^s  her,  other  wife  be  t^rnM 
heioff,  and  gives  m  ^ther  rea(bn  foi 
the  divorce,  than  that  flio  dioes  not 
pleafchim.  When  the  wife  is  >ppegnanti 
(he  idf<^rAis  her  ifoibMd  f>f  it,  who^ 
during  the  tb^e  ^bf  her  p^qgaancyf  iio<» 
ver  goes  to  fifli,  as  they  belieVt  thai  i£

Whcft  fbc'^biM  fe  b^rn,  the  father 
goes  to  bed,  remains  there  fix  weeks, 
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and  is  treated  in  every  refpcft  as  if  he 
]wa$  thp  perfpn  that  had  laj^ajn,  whilft 
she  woman  is  employed  in  every  thing 
pf  the  houfliold  bufinefs.  When  the 
time  fee  apart  for  this  ceremony  is 
clapfed,  the  hufb^i^d  gets  up,  takes 
his  boNY  and  arrows,  and ;  returns  no 
more  tiU  ht  has  killed  a  certain  bird 
they  call  cakifon;  fit  is  fomething  like 
puh  wood-pecker,  ,ahd  the,  killing  of 
one  of  thefe  birds  is  thought  abfolutely 
hfecelRryv*-  fPf}  01  . 
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The  mother  batjies  her  child  in  the; 
river  every  day,  and  afterwards  lays  it 
quite  naked  upo(n. a  bed  of  cotton  3  and 
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it  is  very   rare  that  they  c\.nnot  walk 
alone  at  the  age  of  eight  months. 


When  any  of  them  die,  he  is  kfc 
upon  his  bed  for  fome  days  with  his  in-^ 
ftiuments  of  war  and  hunting  by  the 
fide  of  him.     During  this  time  the  wo-' 
men  and  his  friends  never  ceaft  lameiit-^ 
ing  his   deathi  which  thi/expi-efs  by 
iheir  howling  and  dancing.     They  af- 
terwards place  him  upon  a  funeral  pile, 
and  putting  great  plenty  of  eatables, 
with  a  little  fomewhat  to  drink,  thef 
fct  fire  to  the  pilp,  and  burn  with  him 
all  his  ornaments  and  inftruments  -,  they 
j  afterwards  pafs  the  aflies  through  a  fieve, 
which  the     relations  /  rub    their    legs 
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^itb;    they    th<n    drink,     and   retire 
home. 


,.The  favagcs  that  inhabit  the  French 
part  of  Guiana  are  of  diflfcrent  tribes  ^ 
they  have  no  princes  or  niafters  1  they 
do  not  acknowledge  any  one  being  fu* 
pcrior  to  another.     The  oldcft  of  each 
i&xtnYy  is  confidered  as  the  chief,  and 
each  family  have  a  particulac  difirid:. 
There    fovages,    however,    obey    the 
cc^nmanders  th«y  chufe,  except  in  time 
ef  war*    Their  power  is  very  limited; 
tfhey  ha^ve  oidy  the  power  to  6x  the 
sime  and  place  of  rendezvous,  10  give 
orders  for  marcbrng^  for  the  attack, 
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and  battle,  and  they  poflcfs  no  autho- 
rity afterwards. 

» 

After  a  paflage  of  four  days,  we  an- 
chored, under  Dutch  colors,  on  the 
twelfth  of  0<Sobcr,  1731,  in  that  part 
of  Guiana,  which  belongs  to  the  Dutch, 
and  what  is  commonly  called  Surinam. 


We  found  three  Dutch  veficis  at  an- 
chor there,  who  came  direftly  to  reconr 
noitre  us  •,  they  immediately  took  pof- 

reflfioa  of  pur  brig^ntiae,  faying,  that; 
both  her  and  the  crew  were  French  1 
therefore  as  it  was  not  permitted 
that  the  French  ftioukl  trade  on  tlxlr 
coafts,  confequcntly   we  were  a   very 
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good  and  lawful  prize.  It  was  happy 
for  us  that  George  Sehmit  and  Ifaac 
Gain  declared  before  the  governor,  that 
wc  were  their  companions  and  part- 
ners, that  the  brigantine  had  been 
bought  at  their  cxpence  at  Cayenne, 
and  that  we  were  only  concerned  fur  a 
fourth  part-  bf  the  cargo,  and  all  the 

red  belonged  to  them.  That  declara- 
tion, which  was  confirmed  by  the  depo- 
fitions  of  the  Dutch  feamen  we  had 
aboard,  and  the  reft  of  the  crew,  faved 
us,  and  we  wefe  the  next  day  releafed 
by  the  governor's  orders.  But  as  the 
greatcft  part  of  the  men,  efpecially  the 
Jews,    knew  our  neceffity,  they  took 

the  advantage  of  it,  and  we  were  obliged 

ta 
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to  give  them  a  fourth  part  of  the  pro- 
fits arifmg  from  the  goods  they  fold 

for  us.

It  was  a  very  advantageous  bargam 
to  us  upon  the  wholeV  fo«*^e  took 
care  to  indemnify  ourfelves  amply  '^for 
what  they  had  of  us;  we' toolc  in  ex^ 
change  for  part  of  our  coromodities, 
calTia,  cinnamon,  coffee,  which  equals 
that  we  have  from  the  Levant,  cocpa, 
balfam,  as  jexreUent  as  that  we  have 
from  Peru. for. all  forts  of  wounds^ 
feme  gums,  and  fpme  furs.  As  for  the  i 
reft,  we  received  K  in  money;  there- 
fore if  we  were   contented   with  our 
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Jew  aft^  Dutch  merch^H^t,   they  had 
rc'afoi>  to  b$  cof^enc^d  wUh  as. 


During  the  time  that  wc  were  dit 

pefiag!of  our  wares^  we  vifited  that 
part  of  Guiaiva  where  the  Dutch  have  a 

powerful  colooy^j  which  commences  at 
the  river  Maroru,  upon  the  b^aks  of 
which  they  have  tk  fort  ^  h  il  extended 
from  thence  to  the  great  river  Oroo- 
rioqu^#  ,  That  of  Surinam^  a  great  ri- 
ver of  America,  m  that  part  of  the 
comirient  called  Gd^a^ '¥ai  gtiren  iti 
nannc  to  that  country,  it  rmi$  from 
fotith  to  north.  It  is  fituatcd  between 
the  rivers  Coupenam  and  Soraminc^  in 
aboil  the  latitude  of  feven  degrees.    It 

is 
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\s  a  league  wide  from  the  Commcwine,, 
which  empties  itfelf  rnto  it,  to  the  At- 
lantic, where  it  difcharges  itfelf. 

The  Dutch  have  built  a  brick  fort, 
two  leagues  from  the  mouth  of  the  river 
Surinam,  whii:h'  they  call  Zclandia. 
There  is  a  large  town  near  it  called 
ParamaribOjWhich  contains  four  hundred 
houfes.     They  have  another  fort,  called 

Somelfdyk,  whfch,  as  well  as  that  of 
Zclandia,  is  provided  with  a  good  gar- 
rifon  and  numerous  artillery.  This 
nation  has  a  ftretch  of  land  for  fifty 
leagues  ab^ve  the  mouth  of  the  river 
Surinam^. 
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At  a  finall  diftance  from  Paramaribo^ 
there  is  a  very  handfome  houfe,  which 
was  built  by  M.  Somclfdyk,  the  go- 
vernor of  Surinam,  who  gave  his  name 
to  the  fort  I  have  before  mentioned.     It 

ilands  near  the  joining  of  the  rivers 
Commeurice,and  Cottica,  \yhicb  is  an- 
other arm  of  the  river  Surinam.  A 
little  higher  up  is  the  village  Zuntpunt, 
where  there  are  about  fifty  boufes  and 
a  church  •,  and  a  little  above  that  vil- 
lage,  is  anocher  town,  inha[bited  only 
by  Jews.

In  1730,  they  reckoned,  together 
with  the  French  refugees  and  Jews, 
eleven  hundred  families,  and  about  five 

hundred 
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hundred  houfes  along  the  banks  of  the

At  the  meeting  of  the  rivers  Com^ 
mevvine  and  Surinam  there  is  a  large 
trad  of  marlhy  ground,  which  they 
call  Krabbebofch,  where  tjiey  have  fe- 
veral  tinfies  in  vain  endeavored  19 
ereft  a  fore.     .

There  are,  along  the  banks  of  the 
Cottica,  feveral  very  bcdutjful  feats  foe

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Alt  thf  rivers  cofitain  very  large 
quantities  of  fi(h,  amongft  the  reft  there 
is  found  the  torpedo,  or  cramp  filh, 
which  benumbs  thofc  who  touch  ir, 
even  by  a  long  pole.

This  cotlhtry  is  very  marfhy  on  the 
borders  of  the  fea,  and  very  woody; 
but  fome  leagues  further  up,  it  is 
mountainous  in  fome  places,  and  there 
ftrfe  ftvefaJ  beautiful  valfies.  The  trees 
are  green  all  the  year,  they  bear  fruits 
aiul  btoflams  at  the  feme  time,  which 
latter  give  the  air  a  very  odoriferous 
fmelL 
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From  the  month  of  July  to  De- 
cember the  heat  j$  cnoderate,  from  the 
frequent  rains  \vhich  fall  at  this  time, 
and  ihfi  air  is  mxch  refrefhed  b/ 
them^  and  a  north-eaft  wind,  which 
always  blows  here.

There  ^are  a  great  number  of  deer, 
which  refemble  thofeof  Europe  in  many 
fcfpefts.

As  for  that  part  of  Guiana  inhabited 
by  the  fav^g^s,  it  pbffeflfes  the  fame 
t€ffnpeww:tire  of  ^r  as  the  others'  do.  The 
mm  are  however  niore  freq^ient.  There 
fen  petpeieftl  %ing,  and  the  heat  the! 
days  and  nights  are  die  fatlie,  -'The  fun 
Ihines  perpendicularly  twice  in  the  year, 
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and  during  thofe  times  the  heat  is  ex- 
ceffive.  Tliisy  have  fometimes  fuch 
violent  hurricanes,  that  in  lefs  than  the 
fpace  of  an  hour,  the  whole  furface  of 
the  earth  is  covered  a  foot  deep  with 
water,  where  the  land  is  level.

Guiana  is  a  large  extenfive  country, 
lituated  in  South  America,  between  the 

rivers  Oroonoko  and  that  of  the  Ama- 
zons, which  with  the  Tea  on  the  north, 
makes  the  boundaries  of  the  country  ; 
it  is  eafl:  of  Peru,  and  fitjuated  on  each 
fide  and  under  the  line.  •  There  are 
[many  mines  of  gold  in  different  parts 
[of  it.    1  he  natives  profefs  the  fame  re- 
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ligion,  and  have  tHe  fame  laws,  tnao- 
nersy  and  cuftoms  as  chofe  of  Peru. 
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This  country  is  divided  into  four 
parts;  the  French  poflcfs,  under  the 
denomination  of  Cayenne,  all  that  is 
caft  of  the  north  cape  to  the  river  Ma- 
rony.  The  Dutch,  under  the  names 
of  Barbice  and  Surinam/all  the  Coun« 
try  from  the  river  Marony  to  Oroonoko. 
The  Portuguefe,  all  the  country  fouth 
of  tlie  north  cape,  even  to  the  fource 
of  the  river  Japoca,  which  is  annexed 
to  Brazil,  and  the  favages  poflefs  the 
reft. 
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The  Europeans  only  poffefs  the  coafts 
of  the  country,  the  internal  parts  of 
h  are  covered  with  woods,  and  are  in- 
habited by  innumerable  tribes  of  people, 
who  are  but  very  little  known.  . 

The  diftance  from  the  north  cape  to 
the  mouth  of  the  river  Oroonoko  is 
more  than  two  hundred  leagues  from 
eaft  to  weft;  the  breadth  north  and 
fouch  cannot  be  well  afcertained. 
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There  arc  great  plenty  of  almoft 
I  every  kind  of  game  j  and  they  have  ex- 
ccllcntfilhin  vaft  plenty,  fuch  as  the 
|nmliets,  turbuts,  old-mves,  &c.    The 
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favages  eat  the  ferpents,  and  fay  they 


arc  nourilliing  food^ 


Guiana    contains    more   than  forty 
dilFerent  nations  or  tribes  of  favages, 

and  each  nation  or  tribe  has  different 
laws,  cuftoms,  nianners,  and  religion ; 
there  are  nnorc  than  fixty  large  rivers^ 
the  two  ncioft  confidcrable  of  which  are 
called  Oroonoko,  and  the  river  of  the 
An[)azons  i  I  iball  give  a  (horVd^fcrip- 
tion  of  the  two  latter,  which  I  flatter 
myfelf  will  be  agreeable  to  the  public.

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The  river  of  the  Amazons  confines 
Brazil  on  the  north  i  it  takes  its  rife  in 
the  mountains  of  Peru,  and  becomes 

very 
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very  large  by  the  joining  of  two  rivers, 
one  of  which  takes  its  rife  in  the  nin.th 
degree  of  foiith  latitude,  the  other  in 
the  fifteenth  ;  it  is  two  leagues  wide 
from  within  ^fcw  leagues  pf  its  origia 
to  the  place  whcr<i  tjie  river.  M^agnon 
joins  it ;  afterwards  it  incre^(e$  ia  pro-* 
portion  as  it  approaches  the  Atlantic 
Ocean ;  and  at  its  mouth,  from  the 
north  cape  on  the  fide  of  Quiana,  to 
Cape  Japarata^  on  the  Brazil  coal]t,  it 
is  frpm  fifty  to  fixty  leagues  over. 
Where  it  is  two  leagues  wide,  it  has 
fi^e  or  fix  fathom  of  water,  and  it  in- 
crcafes  in  depth  nearly  to  the  proportion 
of  its  increafe  of  breadth  •,  for  at  its 
mouth,    and  feme  leagues  up,  it  has 
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from  fifty  t<  fiXty  fathom.  From  its 
fource  to  its  difemboguing  itfclf  in  the 
Atlantic,  it  runs  nine  hundred  leagues 
in  a  ftraighc  line,  and  following  it  as 
It  meanders  in  its  courle,  it  runs  twelve 
or  fifteen  hundred  leagues  according 
to  common  opinion. 


Nr 
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It  takes  its  firft  origin  in  the  moun- 
tains  of  Peru,  almofl:  under  the  line, 
and  it  empties  itfelf  in  the  fame  latitude. 
The  greateft  part  of  its  courfe  is  in  the 
fourth  and  fiifth  degrees  of  fbuth  lati- 
tude.  It  is  very  deep»  even  at  the 
fides,  in  its  whole  courle. 
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The  rivers  which  empty  themfelvej 
into  this,  run  from  one  hundred  to  fi)C 
hundred  leagues  before  they  difcharge 
thcmfclves;  their  banks  are  inhabited 
by  an  infinite  number  of  people,  of 
different  nations  or  tribes,  who  live  on 
fifh,  fruits,  maize,  and  roots,  and  are 
all  of  them  idolatrou-s. 

Although  this  country  is  under  the 
torrid  zone,  the  air  is  temperate,  from 
the  multitude  of  rivers  that  run  through 
it,  and  the  annual  inundations  which 
render  the  land  very  fertile.  The  trees 
are  always  green,  and  the  meadows 
enamelled  with  flowers  5  the  air  be- 
ing fo  gocd,  they  have  but   few  ve- 
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nomotts  animals  y  the  forells  are  beau* 
tifully  covered  with  trees  proper  for 
every  kind  of  ufc ;  there  are  fome  of 
them  fo  very  large,  as  to  meafurc  twelve 
feet  in  diameter ;  there  are  cedars  fo 
large,  as  to  b^  eight  or  nine  feet  in  di- 
ameter >  and  another  kind,  the  leaves  of 
which  applied  whili  frelli. to  wounds 
and  fores,  produce  extraordinary  efFeds. 
Sugar  grows  very  well  here,  as  alfo 
cotton,  maize,  and  tobacco.  The  bees,, 
which  arc  in  very  large  fwarms  in  tlie 
woods,  afford  the  moft  exquifite  honey. 
There  are  fevera]  gold  and  filver  mines, 
and  the  fand  of  the  rivers  have  (pangle» 

of  gold  and  gold  duft  mixed  with  it^ 
The  fruits,  corn  and  roots  are .  very 

'  -  good, 
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goody  and  plentiful ;  the  Ukes  an4 
livers  arc  full  of  excellent  fi(h,  and  they 
have  turtles  (o  large  as  four  hundred 
weight.

There  are  reckoned  to  be  more  than 

» 

two  hundred  nations  of  favages,  who 
live  along  the  banks  of  this  river,  whofc 
villages  arc  not  more  than  a  mufquet- 
fliot  from  each  other. 

Among  thefe  nations  the  Homagues 
have  very  pretty  cotton  manufaftories, 
and  their  produ£lk}ns  are  ifnucb  efteem- 
cd.  The  Gorofiparcs  have  one  of 
porcelain,  which  is  alfo  much  valued. 
The  Survices  and  Coripunes  have  roanu- 
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tories  for  all  forts  of  inlaid  and  carved 
work,  with  which  they  traffic  with  the 
neighboui  mg  nations, 

Thofe  favages  wlio  pais  for  the  braveffi 
and  moff  courageous  amongft  all  the 
tribes,  are  there  called  Topinambous. 
They  inhabit  2  great  iiland  upon  that 
river  in  the  latitude  jf  four  degrees. 
pTheir  arms  i.re  darts,  Javelins,  bows 
and  arrows  made  of  cane,  and  covered 
with  the  (kins  of  fiflu 

Amongft  the  rivers  whfch  join  the 
Amazons  on  the  North-fide,  the  Napo, 
the  Agaric,  the  Patomy,  the  Janupape, 
and  the  Coropatule  have  large  quanti- 
ties 
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ties  of  gold  duft  intermixed  with  their 
fand,  and  there  are  feveral  gold  mines 
in  the  mountaines.  The  mountains  of 
Yagnara  produces  gold,  and  thofe  of 
Picora  filver.  There  are  fome  valuable 
ftones  frequently  found  in  the  banks 
and  in  the  fand  of  the  river  Paragoche, 
and  minerals  in-  feveral  others.  The 
rivers  Puiornoye  and  Caketa  are  vejy 
large.  This  latter  divides  into  two 
branches;  the  largeft  falk  into  the 
river  Amazons  on  the  north  fide,  un- 
der the  name  of  the  Rio  Negro ;  the 
other  branch  •  falls  into  the  river  Oroo- 
mkoy  under  the  name  of  Rio  Grande. 
The  principal  rivers  that  empty  them- 
fclves  into  that  of  the  Amazons  on  the 
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fouth-fide,  are  thofe  of  Maragnonr, 
Amarumay,.  Tapi,  Cottica^  and  the 
Cufignates. 


The  woods,  which  are  every  where 
difpcrfed  over  the  whole  country,  are 
full  of  birds  of  different  forts  j  the  par- 
roquets  are  as  common  as  pigeons  with 
us,  and  their  flefli  is  very  delicate.  The 
lakes  and  rivers  arefoliof  fifh  ;  but  it 
is  dangerous  to  endeavor  to  catch 
them,  as  there  are  ^  great  many  croco- 
diles, water- ferpfnts,  and  ^llegators  in 
every  part  of  that  country.  Hurricanei» 
and  rains  are  frequent,  and  they  con^ 
tinue  fometimes  for  twenty- four  hours 
t...    .:  /  .    together. 
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together.     The  mufquetos  are  remark-? 
ably  troublefome  in  thefe  parts*

Along  the  banks  of  thefe  rivers  there 
are  a  great  number  of  petty  kingi 
without  dominions  J  they  are  continually 
at  war  with  each  other  ;  they  fight  in 
their  canoes,  and  the  conquerors  eat  the 
conquered.  They  all  go  quite  naked> 
both  men  and  women ;  their  hair  is  very 
long,  but  the  men  arc  bald  on  the  top 
of  their  heads ;  they  are  very  aftive, 
and  expert  in  their  cxercifes,  efpecially 
in  drawing  their  bows.  They  are  in  ge- 
neral very  mild,  civil,  and  hofpitable^ 
but  revengeful  to  the  grcateft  excefs^ 

The 
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"  The  Oroonoko  is  a  river  belonging  to 
North  America  •,  it  is  formed  by  two 
rivers,  one  of  which  takes  its  rife  in 
Popayan,  in  the  mountains  fouth  of 
Bogota,  and  runs  meandring  towards 
the  caft,  afterwards  towards  the  north- 
eaft,  and  receives  another  river  which 
has  its  origin  between  Pamplona  and 
Merida  in  Golden  Caftille,  which  rua^ 
tiing  towards  the  caftjoins  itfelf  with  the 
Oroonoko.  They  continue  their  couife 
afterwards  in  the  fame  ch^^nnel  to  Saint 
Thomas's.  This  river  empties  itfelf 
into  the  Atlantic  by  eighteen  different 
^Jranches,  ten  of  which  run  to  the  north- 
ward, and  eight  fouthward,  Thefe  dif- 
iTtrent  branches  form  iOands,  fome  of 

which 
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which  arc  very  confidcrable.  The  mod 
northern  and  the  mod  fouthward 
branches  are  computed  to  be  more  than 
a  hundred  leagues  afunder,  and  the 
mouths  of  them  a  hundred  and  fifty 
leagues,  and  the  largeft  branch  is  equal 
in  fize  at  its  mouth  to  that  of  the  Ama« 
zons.  The  tflands  of  this  river  are  in- 
habited by  different  'nation^  of  favages, 
commonly  called  the  Tinitivas,  the 
Ciawaris,  and  the  Warawaris  y  they  are 
called  on  the  right  of  the  river  Horo- 
tomekas,  and  Palamos  on  the  left.  Thele 
people  have  each  their  chief,  and  are 
cominuatly  at  war  with  each  other ;  they 
are  tall,  well  proportioned,  and  very 

brave.    They  have  a  Angular  praftice 

amongft 
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amongft  them,  which  is  that  of  lodg* 
ing  in  trees  ;  this  they  do  to  fccure 
tliemfelvcs  from   the  frequent  inunda- 

tions  of  the  river  Oroonoko,  which  hap- 
pen from  the  end  of  May  to  the  middle 
of  September,  and  fometimcs  the  wa- 
tcr  rifes  feveral  feet  above  the  common 
furface  of  the.  earth.  They  have  fifh 
and  game  in  abundance,  and  fruit-trees 
are  very  conimon.  The  land  produces 
the  fanie  thipg^s  as  s|:pw  on  the  banks  of 

the  Amazons,  There  are  nrianyother 
nations  of  favages  inhabit  the  banks  of 
the  Oroonoko,  befides  thofe  I  have  al-

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SoiTie  few  days  before  tliat  we  had 
fixed  for  our  return  at  Cayenne,  we 
went  to  diae  with  M^  Schraiu,  where 
we  found  a  Portuguefc  gentleman, 
who  was  named  Don  Auguftin-Jafcph* 
Francis,  de  S^caros^  who  was  c^ome  oth 
purpofc  fronfi  Rip  N?gr9;;,Cwl^KCi  tl^q 
Poftuguefe  have  a  fort, ,  and  carry  on  a^ 
confiderable  trade)  in  a  (hip  which  be*^ 

longed  CO  bim>  ta  pay  a  coafrdefable; 
fum  of  opoaqf  tp  M^  Sct^Aiitls  and  prq^ 
pofed  failings  frpai^uciuanEi.  for  Portpv 
gal  After .  having  fettkd  their  bufi-* 
nefs,  Mr.  Schmitt  detained  ,^iipQ  to  ^ii^f^ 
ner.  Whilft  we  were  at  table,  Don 
Sacarod  hejiring  Mrr  Prcpont's  n^ii?e, 
aiked  htm  if  he  was  not  a  merchant  at 
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Fort  Saint  Pierre,  and  brother  to  Mrs. 
Saint-Ange,  whofe  daughter  he  faid  he 
had  married  three  years  ago  at  Fort 
Royal,  where  he  then  was  upon  a  trad* 
rng  voyage.  Upon  Mr.  Prepont's  an- 
f^<;r!ng  in  the  affirmative,  he  flew  into 
hi$  arms,  and  teftificd  his  joy  by  every 
pofTible  demonftration.  The  remainder 
of  the  afternoon  was  fpent  in  queftions 
itid  anfwers  concerning  family  affairs 
between  the  uncle  and  the  nephew. 
The  latter  returned  with  us  aboard  our 

brigantine  to  fupper,   and  lay  aboard 
his  own  ihip. 

As  foon  as  he  was  gone,  Mr.  Prepont 
aflccd  me  if  I  fliould  be  glad  to  fee  Por- 

.   tugal  ? 
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wgal?  and  without  giving  me  time  to 
anfwer  him,  continued  •,  fince  the  un- 
forefccn  interview  that  I  have  had  with 
my  nephew,  a  thought  has  pofleffed  me 
which  I  was  unwilling  to  communicate 
to  him  until  1  had  founded  your  difpofi- 
tions^.  I  have  for  a  long  time  jaf  de- 
iigned  to  make  a  voyage  to  Lifbon,  in 
order  to  recover  fome  confiderable  fums, 
which  have  been  a  long  time  due  to 
me.  I  have  always  put  it  off,  from 
the  want  of  a  proper  opportunity  j  but 
my  nephew's  return  to  Portugal  appiears 
fo  very  favorable  a  one,  that  I  have 
determined  to  feize  it,  if  you  will  con- 
fen  t  to  go  with  me,  otherwifc  I  Ihall 
not  i  not  only  from  the  frien^Ihip  I 
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have  for  you,  but  upon  account  of  a 
promife  I  gave  to  the  Marquis  de 
Champigny  not  to  leave  you.  If  you 
are  of  my  opinion,  I  will  propofe  k  to 
to  Don  Sacaros  to-morrow,  and  as  1  am 
already  convinced  of  the  pleafure  he 
^ill  receive  frotii  my  propofal,  I  will 

^ttgage  hiiif  to  take  His  abbard  of  his 
Ihip,  and  I  own  that  I  fhall  tiot  be  ferry 
tofee  niy  nrece,  and  to  give  news  of 
her  afterwards  to  my  fifter,  who  is 
violefjt^y  ^d  oF  her.  I  am  very  ftn- 
fible  that  this  voyage  wiH  delay  your 
marriage  with  Mrs.  Norfoy  for  fome 
month?;  but  I  wiflihorten  it  as -much 

as  poflibie,  and  1  'ifeall  take  every  op- 
portunity that  time  or  pHace  affords  of 

acknow- 
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acknowledging  this  proof  of  your  com- 
plaifancc.  I  did  not  hefitate  a  moment 
to  fay,  that  my  attachment  to  his  per- 
fon,  and  niy  gratitude  for  the  many 
favors  I  had  received  from  him,  were 
motives  too  powerful,  not  to  let  me 
make  fo  trifling  a  facrifice;  therefore 
he  might  depend  upon  me,  and  aft  a& 
he  pleafed.  When  I  have  imparted 
my  intentions  to  my  nephew,  Mr.  Ere- 
pont  replied,  I  will  order  M.  Franc- 
fort  to  return  to  Cayenne,  to  take 
aboard  the  goods  we  have  left  there, 
and  to  reconduft  Mr.  Schmitt  and  Ilaac 
Cain ;  to  fail  afterwards  for  Fort  Sain? 
Pierre^  to  put  our  merchandizes  in  pij^. 
ttorehoufcs,  and  to  diTarm  our  brigan- 
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tine  till  wc  have  returned  from  Portu- 
gal-, I  (hall  write  to  the  Marquis  de 
Champigny,  to  Mrs.  Norfoy,  and  my 
nfter  ;  and  I  would  advife  you  to  write 
to  the  two  former. 


The  next  morning  wc  went  aboard 
the  (hip  of  Don  Sacaros,  whom  wc 
found  ready  to  come  aboard  of  ours. 

Mt^  Prepont  drew  his  nephew  afide, 
and  after  difcourGng  together  for  the 
fpace  of  a  quarter  of  an  hour,  they  re- 
turned  and  informed  me  that  we  (hould

depart  for  Portugal  in  four  days.  We 
dined  with   Don  Sacaros,  and   after* 

wards  returned  aboard  our  brigahtine, 

tvhcre  we  employed  the  remainder  of 

the 
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ihc  day  in  making  up  our  difpatches. 
The  next  day  vvc  fcnt  our  cloaths,  &c. 
aboard  the  Portuguefe  (hip,  and  Don 
Sacaros  came  to  dine  with  us  aboard  the 
brigantine ;  we  afterwards  gave  our  let- 
ter and  orders  to  Mr.  Trainfort,  and  re- 
turned  with  Don  Sacaros  to  lie  aboard 
his  (hip.    •  . ; .     ;  . ;      •

The  next  day,  the  fccond  of  Novem- 
ber, 1736,  M.  Trainfort  weighed  and 
failed  for  Cayenne,  and  took  with  him 
M.  Schmitt,  Ifaac  Cain  and  Mr.  B*»% 
to  whom  Mr.  Prepoht  had  given  a  let- 
ter for  the  Marquis  de  Champigny, 
which  contributed  not  a  little  to  engage 
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the  governor  to  continue  his  favors  to| 
him.

Two-  days  afterwards,  we  weighed 
and  failed  for  Lifbon,  in  which  port  wc 
anchored  on  the  thirteenth  of  December 
following,  after  a  paflage  i)f  thirty-eight 
days.  We  went  immediately  afliore  to 
the  houfe  of  Don  Sacaros.^  fituated  upon 
tbt  fcanks  of  the  Tagus,  which  is  the 
moft  trading  pr«ft  of  the  city.  The  wife 
of  Don  Sacaros  was  Handing  at  the 
4oor,  waiting  for  him,  having  before 
heard  4)f  his  arrival,  but  was  exceeding- 
ly furprized  upon  die  fight  of  her  uncle : 
fhc  Ihewed  the  greateft  joy  at  tbe^fight, 

and  received  me  very  politely.  She  -vvas 

ex* 
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cxtpctnely  pWty,  young  and  fprightly:, 
and  the  politcncfs  of  her  manner  engaged 
every  perfpn's  regard.  They  gave  me 
a  convjeniient  appartoient^  nejct  to  Mr. 
Preppat's,  and  J  retiircd  to  bed  as  well 
as  him,  foon  after  fupper  •,  both  of  us 
being  very  glad  to  reft  ourfelves,  after 
having  be^n  Qk  mpnUis  upon  the  Cea. 

We  pafled  a  very  good  ,nigbt,  and 
did  nqx  rife  till  it  was  J^ti?,  As  fopa 
a§  we  had  breafcfafted,  we  retired  ^) 
idrcfs  for  dioner,  Don  S^caros  e^pe(5li'>)g 
ipnie  friej?d$  lo  call  of  4iiPii  to  congra^ 
mht^  him  on  )m  return.  As  ipon  ai^ 
we  had  iuulbed  iditflTiRg,  i¥$  defceod^il^ 
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and  found  eight  friends  arrived,  all  of 
whom  ftaid  to  dinner.  Among  the  dif- 
ferent perfons  that  formed  the  company, 
there  was  a  young  gentleman  of  about 
twenty-five  years  of  age,  who  was  very 
handfome,  had  a  -  fprightly  engaging 
turn  of  mind,  and  bore  an  line^rceptipn- 
able  charafter.  An'  analogy  in  our  man- 
ners, and  the  French  language,  which 
Ke  fpoke  very  well,  engaged  us  in  an 
agreeable  converfation,  and  paved  the 
way  For  a  ftrift  friendfhip;  for  afterwards 
we  were  infcparable.  His  father  had 
been  dead  about  a  year,  but  whilft  liv- 
ing made  a  cbnfiderable  figure  in  the 
law  i  his  tafte  did  not  lead  him  to  fol- 
low  the  profeffion  of  his  father,  but  he 

chofe 
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chofe  a  military  life,  as  foon  as  he  was. 
at  liberty  to  choofefor  himftlf.  He  lived 
with  his  mother,  who  had  been  infirm 
and  paralytic  for  ten  years  palt.     He 

had  no  brother  and  only  one  filler,  who 
had  been  in  a  convent  of  Dominicans 
fome  years,  and  was  to  take  the  veil  in 
two  months ;  Don  Gorgias  f for  that  was 
the  name  of  my  friend)  engaged  me  to' 
affift  him  at  the  ceremony,  as  he  intend- 
ed making  an  entertainment  upon  the 
occafion.,  The  favorable  account  that 
Mr.  Prepont  received  of  this  gentleman, 
both  of  his  condU(5t  and  manners,  in- 
duced him  to  truft  me  with  him,  in  or- 
der that  I  might  fee  every  thing  that 
was  curious  in  that  city,  his  affairs  re- 
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quiring  his  attendance  Cuv>  nurch,  to  cfn- 
able  him  to  be  alv^'ays  with  mc.  Our 
firft  ftep  was  to  pay  a  vifit  to  his  mother, 
^ho,'  notwithftanding  her  infirmities, 
gave  «!&  dt  very  pbKtc  re<?tfption.  We 
afterwards  went  to  pay  a  Vifit  to  his  fif- 
t^r  ail  ttie  corivent,  who  recciyed  me 
with  equal  politeRe'ft.  She  feemed  form- 
e'd  for  the  life  file  was  gcmg  tocmbfaee.

gias  C2tm€  fO  irtforni  us^  fhaft  h\§  fifter 
wa-s  do  take  the  veil  in  a  fe^  da^ys,  aftd 
te  invitf  d  all  the  family  of  Doft  Sacaros 
to  atfefnd  the  defeftiony.  We  weftt  on 
the  day  aippoirtted,  and  Dbr>  G^gias 
feemtd  overjoyed  a«  feeing  hi$  filter  take

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it  fo  chcarfully.  After  the  ceremony 
was  over,  we  went  to  the  repaft  givea 
by  him  on  the  ©ccalion  v  in  the  af- 
ternoon we  all  weiTC  and  paid  a  vifit  to 
the  young  Nun^  and  took  our  leave  of 
her ;  we  afterwards  returned  hoa)e» 
where  Don  Gorgias  fuppcd  wkh  us.

•  i\s  I  was  not  willing  to  atrcept  the 
challenge,  I  (hewed  the  billet  to  Don 
Gorgias,  Don  Sacaros  and  Mr.  Prepont, 
who  were  all  with  me  at  the  time  ;  they 
laughed  very  much  at  my  good  fortune 
as  they  called  it,  but  fearing  that  from 
curiofity  I  might  be  led  into  the  fnare, 
they  immediately  made  a  party  to  go  to 

the 
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the  play,  and  engaged  me  to  go  with 

them.  .      ^  ■ 


One  day  that  1  was  at  mafs  with  Mr. 
Prepont,  in  a  church  dedicated  to  Saint 
Anthony  of  Padua,  for  whom  the  Por- 
tuguefe  have,  fo  great  a  veneration,  that 
it  often  degenerates  into  extravagance, 
Ifaw'the  figures  of  three  faints  upon 
the  altar,  holding  each  oiher  by  the 
hand,  richly  dreffed,  and  in  the  tafte  of 
the  heroes  in  tragedy.  I  was  ilruck 
with  the  abfurdity  of  it,  and  obfcrved 
to  Don  Gorgias,  whoalked  my  opinion 
of  it,  that  there  feemed  to  want  only  a 
fidler  to  fet  the  puppets  dancing.  Moft 
probably  my  obfervation  was  overheard 
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by  feme  of  ihe  fanatics,  and  that  they 
afterward  reported  it  at  the  tribunal  of 
the  Inquificon  j  for  the  fame  evening 
Don  Gorglas  came  to  ihfotlri  me,  that 
orders  weri  iffued  oiit  by  the  Inquifition 
to  arreft  rtifc  :  how  he  came  by  that  in- 
telligence I  nev^r  knew.  Happily  for  mc 
a  French  frigate  ^iomfttandcd  by  Cap- 
tain  Duquefnel  had  arrived  in  theTagiis 
;hree  days  before,  and  had  brought  an 
ambaffador  fi*ot1fi  the  cdilrt  of  France, 
Don  Sacafbs  propofed  ft)  Mr.  Pi^epoilt:, 
to  condu£l:  me  aboard  of  her  iitimedi- 
sltely,  as  it  was  a  facriid  afyluitt,  {^n  1  al!/ 
the  powers  of  thfe  court  0{  Ertquificion 
€Ould  not  afieft  nhe  iMte.  We  itiMtnt- 
diatcly  went  aboai^  5  and  i6e  Ca|)t«iR, 

who 
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who  was  a  very  amiable  man,  and  to 
whom  we  gave  an  account  of  the  affair, 
he  received  me  with  the  greateft  plca- 
fure,  and  promifed  to  wait  on  the  am- 
baffador  the  next  day,  to  engage  him  to 
intereft  himfclf  in  my  favor,  in  order  to 
flop  the  purfuits  of  that  court,  and  to 
compromife  the  affair.  He  kept  his 
word  i  Mr.  Prepont,  Don  Sacaros  and 
Don  Gorgias  were  not  idle  ;  at  the  ex- 
piration pf  ten  days^  I  had  the  liberty 
of  going  afhore  again.  During  this  fliort 
rxile,  Mr.  Prepont  and  Don  Gorgias 
feldom  were  from  me,  unlcfs  to  ferve 
me  by  their  intereft.  As  foon  as  I  wa< 
at  liberty.  Captain  Duquefnd  took  mc 
to  the  ambaffador,  whom  I  thanked  for 
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the  trouble  he  had  given  himfelf 
iipon  my  account.  He  recommended 
greater  circumfpeftion  in  future,  aad 
bid  me  to  remember,  that  in  wh  ;tever 
country  I  was,  either  to  accuflom  my- 
Idf  to  their  manners  or  to  keep  (ilence, 
fihce  the  contrary  condncft  would  often 
draw  me  into  trouble^

-  Some  fliort  time  afterwards,  Mr, 
Prepont  informed  me,  that  a  fliip  had 
been  driven  in  by  diftrefs  that  was 
bound  toMartinicoj  that  in  a  few  days 
fhe  would  be  repaired  and  proceed  on 
her  voyage,  therefore  as  be  had  fettled, 
though  but  indifferently,  with  bis  debt- 
ors, he  propofed  to   e  turn   in  her,  and 
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would  for  that  purpofe,  agree  for  our 
paflages  that  day  With  the  captain  of 
lier. 

I  employed  the  few  days  I  had  to 
continue  at  Lifbon,  in  fteing  the  re- 
mainder of  the  curiofuics  in  that  city, 
which  I  had  not  before  feen,  and  in 
making  a  few  purphafes  of  Tome  Brkzil 
tobacco,  &c.  I  felt  a  mod  fincere  re- 
gret at  leaving  Don  Gorgias,  for  whom 
1  had  the  great  eft  efteem. 

We  all  dined  together,  the  day  of 
our  departure,  at  the  houfe  of  Don  Sa- 
caros/and  we  bid  adieu  to  each  other 
with  the  greateft  chagrin,  after  which 
we  embarked,  and  early  the  next  morn- 
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ing  weighed  anchor  and  failed  for  Mar* 
tinlco. 

As  Lifbon  is  fo  univerfally  known,  I 
ihall  give  only  a  (hort,  flight  account 

of  it.  .  V     . 
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Uibon  is  the  capital  of  Portugal, 
;tnd'  cn€  of  the  principal  and  mofl:  an* 
cient  cities  in  Europe.  It  is  ficuated 
upon  the  Tagus^  four  leagues  from  the 
ocean,  fixty  from  Seville,  and  thirty 
from  Ccrithbre.  The  Veflcls  incbor  be- 
tween the  city  2tnd  taftle  of  Almada,  in 
eighteen  or  twenty  fathom  of  water. 
It  is  a  latge^  rich  and  bieautifol  dty, 
and  very  much  celebrated  for  the  great- 
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nefs  of  its  cbitimerce;  it  has  a  good 
caftle,' and  ii  weH  fortified.  Its  port 
is  one  of  tfcc  fceft  and  n>oft  celebrated 
irt  Europe ;  the  banks  of  fand  at  thd 
mouth  of  it  render  the  entrance  into  it 
v^ry  difficult.  It  is  fotriettrties  tJ-otibled 
and  diftuAed  by  hurtieanes.  This  city 
isficuated  amorigfl; -feVeral  niountains, 
the  printipai  of  which  are  called  Saint 
Vincent,  Saint  George,  Saint  Andfev^, 
Saint  An«e,  Saifit  Catherine  and  Daf- 
chagds.  Ptotn  theft  nfiountaifls  may  be 
difcovered,  the  country,  the  feai,  the 
Taguif,  aftp  the  forts  ^hi(fh  defend  the 
itiimh  6f  it ;  that  Called  Belem  is^  the 
moll  eonfidcfable;  every  time  vclfels 
pafs   before   it,    they  are  obliged  t6 
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falvite  it  with  a  gun.  The  laiidfcapc  is 
charming,  and ^, the  city  forms  a  mol 
fuperb  amphitt^atre,  from  the  diveriity 
of,  its  buildings,  which  are  magnifi- 
cent j;  it  appears  very  long,  upon  ac- 
count of  the  boufes,  which  are  built 
along  the  ba^ks  of  the  rjver,  for  the 

conveniency'of  commerce*  There  are 
feyer^al  phurches  and  ,hofpitals,  one  of 
which,  is  very  magnificent,  and  is  called 
AH;  Saints  Hofpital,  where  there  is  a 
^  ver^.pretty  infirniary.  When  the  pa- 
ticiits  gQ  out  qf  this  infirmary,  they 
give.t^^Ri  a  fmall  fum  of  money,  to 
affift  them  in  their  perfeft  recovery. 
Ther^  are  alfofeveral  focictiea,  the  mem- 
bers of  which  feekfpr  the  poor  to  comfort 
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them,  to  vific  the  prilbrtcrs  and  help 
the  fick.  There  is  a  pretty  church  be- 
longing  td  thcfe' focietics,  where  there 
are  every  day  faid  naore  than  two  thou^' 
fand  mafles,  as  well  for  the  repofe  of 
the  fouls  of  thofe  who  are  already  dc-^* 
parted,  'as 'the  falvation  of  thofe  they 
affift  for  life.  "   -        -   •    -^'

There  ar^  feVeral  very  pretty  public 
places  in  thi«  city.  '  'Th^  nioft  confidei''^' 
able  are  thofe  called,  6  Terreiro  de 
Poco,  where  the  king's  palace  is,  and 
Afaudega,  where  the  cuftom-houfe' 
flands.-  Thefe  parts  are  in  the  midft 
of  the  city,  upon  the  banks  of  the  Ta- 
gus,  from  whence,  the  king  may  eafily 
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fee  every  veiTel  that  enters  or  goes  out 
of  the  port.     The  Rufio  upon  which 
the  palace  of  Inquifitron  (lands,  is  an- 
other public  place.    There  are  many 
foreigners  eftablilhed  in  this  city,  upon 
account  of  trade  ;  the  walks  and  rides 
arc  very  pretty,  and  there  are  a  great 
many  carriages  kept,  but  they  are  more 
frequently  drawn  by  mules  than  horfes. 
AU  the  ejn^virons  of  the  city  are  band- 
fornie,  and  the  country  feats  around  it 
mag^ficent.    Murders  are  not  fo  fre. 
quent  now  as  former! yt  efpecially  tince 
they  hav^abolifhed  the  pra&ice  of  mak-^ 
ing  places  facred,  whicb  ferved  for  the

I  ibon  began  to 
commit  a  (houf^nd  extravagancies  which^ 
evidently  indicated  the  defire  I  had  to  de- 
ftroy  myfelf.^  T]i^y  removed  ev^ry  thing, 
out  of  my  reach  that  I  could  injure  my- 
felf  with,  and  left  two  acgroes  to  guard 
me.

that  his  fentiments  were  conformable  to 
hers }  but  I  infilled  upon  returning  it. 
He  flayed  a  few  days  at  Fort- Royal  and 
returned  to  Marigalante,  Although  the  y 
madnefs  that  pofTeifed  me  a^  (ird  was  fub- 
fidedy  the  fettled  melancholy  that  fuc- 
ceededy  threw  me  into  fuch  a  languid 
.ftate,:  as  to  alarm  all  my  friends^  They 
defpajrcd  |>f  jny  recovery,  therefore  the 
Marquis  de  Cbampigny  defired  Mr.  Pre- 
: -,y  M  I  pont 
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pont  to  forward  his  voyage  as  nuch  as 
poffible,  in  hopes  that,  the  change  of  air, 
new  faces,  an  abfcncc  from  the  place 
where  I  had  received  the  account  of  the 
melancholy  cataftrophe,  and  the  difllpa- 
tion  I  might  experience  in  other  places, 
would  recover  me  by  degrees.  Mr.  Pre- 
pont  was  of  the  governor's  opinion,  bu-t 
it  was  neceflary  that  his  brigantine  fhuuld 
undergo  repair  before  (he  went  the  voyage; 
befides  he  had  not  began  to  fort  out  the 
goods  proper  to  take  with  \3i  nor  had  he 
began  to  buy  provifions  for  the  voyagr, 
therefore  in  all  probability,  witbtheuc- 
moft  difpatch  that  coold  be  made,  we 
could  not  depart  before  the  begin-

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week  in  April.  My  complaint  increafecf 
and  I  loft  my  appetite  entirely  \  the  moft 
fkilful  of  the  faculty  in  the  iflanrfhad  ex- 
haufted  all  their  art  to  no  purpofe,  whf  rl 
a  holy  father  undertook  to  cure  rhe  radi- 
cally, if  I  would  live  fifteen  days  only  iri 
his  houle,  where  he  faid  the  air  was  very 
good,  and  he  would  give  me  an  apart- 
ment to  myfelf  I  propofed  it  to  the  go- 
vernor, who  confented,  and  I  put  myfelf 
under  his  care.  The  holy  man  kept  his 
wordi  for  in  that  tittle  I  was  perfcdly 
recovered.  M.  de  Girardin,  one  of  the 
niembers  of  the  council  at  M^rtinico* 
who  lived  tw6  leagues  off  Fort-Royal,  at 
a  very  pretty  fear,  where  the  Marquis  de 
Champigny  went  conftantly  every  latter 
'1     .  M  4  .  end 
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end  of  the  week,  engaged  me  to  pafs  a 
month  with  him,  which  I  accepted  with 
pleafure.^  One  day  whilft  we  were  at  din* 
ner,,  there  came  a  young  man  about  thir- 
ty years  of  age,  who  had  a  moft  enga- 
ging perfon,  but  was  very  meanly  dreflcd. 
He  told  us,,  near  three  months  before, 
he  had  failed  from  Dunkirk,  with  his 
whole  fortune,  which  confided  of  five 
thoufand  livres,  for  Martinico,  to  endea- 
vour to  increafe  it  by  tra^ei*.  that  the 
^yemng  before  they  had  arrived  off  the 
ifland,  but  as  it  waatop  late  to  eater  the 
port  that  night»  they  had  (hortned  fail ; 
that  (bon  afterwards  they  were  attacked 
by  a  pirate,  who  after  a  very  obftinate 
refinance  took  their  fliip;  that  by  dint  of 
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prayer  and  intreaty  he  had  obtained  their 
confent  to  fet  him  aihore  on  the  ifland, 
where  be  was  bound  to,  and  that  he  came 
to  implore  the  afTiftance  ^nd  protedlion  of 
the  Marquis  de  Cha;i1pigny,  who  imrne* 
diately  a(ked  his  name  and  quality.     H^ 
faid  that  his  name  was  Tarcilly,  and  wa» 
the  fon  'of  a  gentleman  who  at  his  death 
had  left  him  only  a  fmalt  houfe  in  Bur-^ 
gundy*  which  he  had  ford  and  had  em** 
barked  it  aboard  the  fhip  with  him  for 
that  ifland*    Mr.  Girardia  ordered  him 
to  be  cloathed  and  inrited  him  ''o  conti^ 
nue  with  him   trll  fometbing  could  bt 
thought  of  to  fcrve  himv 
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r  continued  three  we^ks  it  Mr.  Girar- 
din's  after  thh  event,  and  had  during  that 
time  mai>y  opportuhities  of  tiifcovering 
the  exceHency  of  Mr,  Tarcilly  V  difpo- 
fition  J  he  was  fenfible,  eirgaging,  com- 
plaifant  and  very  unfortunate,  the  latter 
was  fuflicient  to  engage  me  to  be  his 
ffknd*  I  fpoke  in  his  favour  to  the  go* 
verrioF,  who  agreed  to  furnifli  him  with 
five  hundred  piaftrcs,  if  Mr.  xVepont 
wouki  t  kind  enough- to  lay  k  out  for 
him  properly,  I  added  fomething  eo  the 
governor's,  and  engaged  Mr,  Prepc/nt  to 
kt  him  m^ke  a  voyage  witK  us.  > 


I  took  my  leave  of  M.  Girardin^  and 
letuiiied  to  Fort  Royal,  where  I  took  my

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new  friend,  by  the  pcrmiffion  of  the 
Marquis,  who  confented  with  the  more 
pleafure,  in  hopes  of  his  Gompaay  difli'» 
pating  my  chagrini-^^  j . 

About  eight  days  after  my  return  to 
Fort  Royal,  Mr.  Prepont  arrived;  he  in- 
formed us,  that  m  Order  not  to  be  em- 
barraffed  with  fevcral  vefiels,  he  had  taken 
an  opportunity  that  was  offered  him  to 
purchafe  a  (hip,  with  the  money  arifing 
&om  the  fale  of  his^  brigantrne  ar^l  one  of 
his  fhallops;  (for  he  had  kept  one)  that 
{he  mounted  fix  teen  carriage  guns  befides 
fwlvels,  that  Ihe  would  contain  more 
goods  thart  his  brigamine  and  the  two 
ih&lIop&  together^  that  we  had  on  our  for* 
-    '  jner 
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mcr  voyage,  and  the  expenccs  would  be 
kfs,  wbilft  wefiiould  be  more  fecui-e  from 
danger,  in  eafc  we  were  attacked.  He 
added,  that  he  had  finifhed  his  cargo,  and 
propofed  to  depart  on  the  fifteenth*  He 
fnformed  us  alfo  that  Mr.  B***  was  ar- 
rived the  evening  before  ^t  St.  Pierre, 
•  after  making  a  more  happy  voyage  than 
the  preceeding  one ;  that  he  ftiM  conti- 
nued in  the  defifeof  going  with  us,  and 
propofed  coming  to  Eort  Royal  the  next 
dayt  to  pay  hi&  refpe£ts  to  the  gp^ 
ircmoiv

Two  days  after,  Mr.  Prepont  returned 
iio^ithe  governor'i^  and  rduring  th^dif* 
^courfe  that  they  had  together,  the  Mar- 
quis  de  ChampigDy  gaye  blm  the  five 
liundred  ptaftres  l^f  the  \|fe  of  Mr*  Tar- 
dily. At  thi3  tkM  Mr.  B*^*  canw  in, 
and  as  we  were  all  getting  up  frQi(ii  table 
a  Captain  of  a  fliip.frp^NaiJ^es  brought 
c^j  .  us 
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las  the  confent  we  had  fo  long  expedted^ 
with  two  letters  from  M.  Leffeville,  one 
for  the  Marquis,  the  other  for  myfelf;. 
which  only  ferved  to  renew  my  uneafinefs,j 
and  at  that  inftant  I  was  infornied  of  the 
death  of  my  dear  friend>  lieutenant  Me^ 
zalier  of  Fort  Trinity, 
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Some  days  afterwards,  Mr.  Prepont; 
informed  the  Marquis  de  Ghampigny^ 
that  Mr.  Trainforf  had  wrote  hiai  wor4 
that  every  thing  was  ready  for  fiis  voyage, 
therefore  nothing  detaining  us  s^ny  longer, 
he  cam^  to  receive  his  orders*  I  have  np 
other,  replied  the  Marquis,  than  to  de- 
fire  you  to  confider  the  Chevalier  as  youf 
fon^  I  alio  recommend  Mr.  TarciUy  to 

you. 
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yeoy  he  appears  a  worthy  young  man, 
tLtid  will  be  fcnfible  of  your  kindnefs.  I 
thanked  the  governor  for  lis  goodnefs, 
a^  dtfifed  ar  icdncinufltion  of  it;  I  took 
m^  feave  of  hi  a  ;^  at  parting  h^  embra- 
ced  me  and  wiJhed  n^:  a  good  vcy age.

Mr.  Prepont,  Mr.  Tarcilly,  Mr.  B*** 
and  hnyfrlf  ennbarked  in  a  canoe  for  Fort 
Saidt  Pierrcj  where  we  arrived  the  fame 
day,  which  was  the  thirtieth  of  May,  1 732, 

\.  fhiaH  add  but  little  to  the  dcfcription 
I  have' already  given  of  Martinico:  I 
Ihkll  only  obferve  that  it  is  very  pc^uioiis, 
that  the  inhabitants  are  tall,  well  made» 
aflTabte  and  hoTpitable^  ^ut  tHey  are  ra- 
^     .  ther 
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ther  two  foad  of  gaming,  good  living 
and  women;  and  their  frequent  exceffes 
often  (horten  their  lives.  The  ladies  in 
general  arc  pretty,  tall  and  fair,  but  neg- 
ligentand  vjsry  fond  of  plcafure. 


We  paflcd  fome  days  at  Fort  Saint 
Pierre,  and  Mr.  Prepont  gave  me  a  du- 
plicate of  the  cargo.  After  we  had  ta- 
ken our  leave  of  Mr.  Orgeville  and  Mr. 
Brach,  we  embarked  on  the  fifth  of  June 
1732,.  with  M.  Tarcilly  and  M.  B***j 
and  failed  for  Port  de  Paix. :
